British Estimates for Coming 
Year Show Enormous In- 
crease — Civil Seryice, Army 
and Navy Amounts Larger 



EX FEND ITU RE MAY 

REACH $855,000,000 



Navy Load Grows Tiresome- 
Rumored Plans of Premier 
Asquith Cause Prediction of 
Government's Downfall 



LONDON*, March 10— The civil ser- 
vice estimates for 1910-11, which were 
given out today with a total amount 
required of upwards of $330,000,000, 
show like the navy and army esti- 
mates, a marked increase in the na- 
tional expenditures. Should the chan- 
cellor's budget provide for the usual 
consolidated fund charges, the grand 
aggregate expenditure which the 
chancellor will have *o meet will ho 
upwards of $805,000,000, or near Vpnictlcally gives 
$50,000,000 in excess of last year's to- 
tal. The civil service estimates In- 
clude $-10,000,000 for old ago pensions. 

The. naval estimates provide for an 
increase of 3,000 men In the person- 
nel of the navy, and the completion, 
during 1911, of two floating docks to 
accommodate the largest battleships. 
These will bo stationed at Portsmouth 
and Jlcdway, 

Rt. Hon. R. McKenna. First Lord ot 
the Admiralty, in an explanatory 
statement, announced the formation of 
a new naval mobilization' department 
and a permanent navy war council, 
consisting - of the First' Sea Lord 

nreslrlont- anrl tbn direr tnru nf the 



president, and the directors of the na- 
val mobilization departments and 
other officials to deal with all matters 
relating to preparation for war. 

Many thoughtful and peace-loving 
Englishmen aro coming to the conclu- 
sion that tho only way loft to cheek 
tha mad expenditure Is an openly 
avowed policy of two British keels to 
every one German. 

Lord Rosebery's proposals for the 
reform of the lords are Indignantly 
repudiated by tho advanced wing of 
the ministerialists, especially because 
they take from the crown the power 
of creating; peers in a parliamentary 
emergency. 

Statements by Sir Henry Dnnziel, 
tho Radical M. P., and Rufus Isaacs, 
solicitor general are understood to 
mean that Mr. Asquith Intends to dis- 
solve parliament without approaching 
tho King. 

"If so," says the British Weekly, 
tho organ of the free churchmen "the 
government would perish amid the 
scorn of all parties." 

Percy FT. Illingworth, the new Junior 
lord of the treasury, was returned un- 
opposed today for Shipley, In the re- 
cent election Illingworth was elected 
over Hewlngs, Unionist, by a majority 
of 3,775. 

New Ministerial Device. 

The ministers adopted a new device 
in the war between the Lords and 
Commons by asking parliament today 
to vote supplies for six weeks only, 
instead of for from four to six months, 
as has been the practice for the last 
fifteen years. The fact is not con- 
cealed that this device is intended to 
keep the power of the purse In the 
hands of the House of Commons, In 
readiness for a fresh constitutional 
crisis, which is expected In the month 
of May, when the Lords will probably 
reject the resolutions curtailing their 
power of veto so as to bring about the 
resignation of tho government. 

If supplies were voted for six 
months, Mr. Balfour could then take 
office and carry on tho government, 
but with tho necessity of coming to 
the House of Commons for a new vote 
on supply he would bo defeated. 

The Conservatives in the House of 
Commons today indignantly denounced 
the government's action as a "shabby 
trick in its policy of evasion.'

Vancouver Lectures Victoria on 
the Lack of Interest Shown 
Here in the Annual Local 
Show 



Unless Victorians Bliow a readier 
disposition to rally to the support of 
tho local horse show than has been 
the case in the two past events held 
In Victoria, there Is little likelihood 
that Vancouver horse fHiieiers, who 
have taken a very active interest in 
past events, will continue to do so in 
future Tho intimation of this feeling 
011 tho part of the Vancouver horso 
owners was conveyed In a communica- 
tion 10 the secretary of the B. C. 
Agricultural Association, the advisory 
hoard of which held a meeting last 
evening at the city hall to take up 
preliminary arrangements for this 
year's show, the fiftieth in the history 
of the association, and therefore the 
Jubilee show. 

In discussing the prospects of tho 
year. Dr. Tolnile pointed out that it 
would oe better to hold tho horso 
show at some other time than during 
the fair. Some date immediately fol- 
lowing 1 he Vancouver show would be 
preferable, as. then the horses entered 
there from all the leading' cities of the 
coast and as far east as Winnipeg, 
could b:; shown here. The support af- 
forded by Victoria horso fanciers to 
Inst year's show was very meagre and 
unless something better is done this 
year It would bo folly to hold the event 
There wore but few local entries, and 
the attendance at the daily shows was 
woefully small. In fact, though it wua 
a Victoria show, Vancouver supplied the 
bulk of the entries and spectators. 

In tills connection, Secretary Sang- 
ster read a communication from W. S, 
Holland, a prominent momber and ex- 
hibitor of the Vancouver Horso Show 
association. Mr. Holland, who showed 
his equities hero last year, Is a mem- 
ber of the advisory board of tho local 
fair association, and In writing to say 
that he would bo unable to attend last 
night's meeting, he took occasion to 
make some suggestions as to a horso 
show, should the local fair association 
decide to put one on. Mr. Holland 
said, In part: "I would like to sug- 
gest that If the association decides to 
put on tho horse show feature this 
fall the management use some on- 
deavor to got the people of Victoria to 
tako a personal interest in it, as I can 
assure you the people of Vancouver 
will' not much longer go to tho trouble 
and expense of taking their outfits 
ovor to exhibit to their own people. It 
was a commented upon fact at the last 
horse show In Victoria that. at the ma- 
jority of the exhibitions nothing but 
Vancouver was seen either in tho ring 
or on the benches, and I would sug- 
gest, as I would like to see the fea- 
ture kept up, that something be done 
to get tho people of Victoria to take 
an interest in the show and to show 
it by attending tho performances and 
exhibiting in conjunction with it." 
Must Show Interest. 

Victor Spencer, of Vancouver, who 
attended last night's meeting, pointed 
out that at the Vancouver show In 
April some $8,000 In cash prizes will be 
given, and that Victoria, unable to put 
up any such amount,, this city could

tion Passed Unanimously at 
Meeting Under Auspices of 
Navy League 

STIRRING SPEECHES 

CHEERED TO ECHO 



Canada's Navy Should Pass 
Automatically Under Control 
of Admiralty in time of War 
to Be Effective 



Tho vojee of the West spoke In no 
uncertain' fashion last night on the 
attitude of this portion of tho Dominion 
in the question of Empire naval de- 
fence. . A .mass meeting which com- 
pletely crowded the Victoria theatre, 
■convened by the local branch of tho 
naval league, declared Itself without a 
dissenting voice in favor of a direct 
cash contribution to tho Imperial navy, 
in conjunction with tho permanent 
policy of building up a Canadian fleet, 

The keynote of the gathering was 
struck by Premier Mcbrldc, although 
ho was not the principal speaker of 
tho evening. ''.My personal opinion is," 
ho said, "that In the present almost 
impouding crisis Canada cannot do too 
much to help tho motherland in nnval 
affairs. If I had a seat In tho parlia- 
ment at Ottawa I would rest neither 
night nor day through summer or win- 
ter until some direct vote were mado 
to tho imperial navy. I believe that 
this Is the attitude of tho entire prov- 
ince." 

Tho Resolution. 

The Premier's statement was greeted 
with prolonged applause. Tho meeting 
was enthusiastic to a degree, and 
heartily applauded the utterances of 
the different speakers. The attend- 
ance of bluejackets from H. M. S. Al- 
gerine and " Egerla on the platform 
added to the patriotic, character of tho 
gathering, the most successful of its 
kind over held in the city. 

The following resolution, moved by 
Captain Cllve Phillips Wolley, and sec- 
onded by W, iJ. Lungley, ■ was carried 
unanimously: "This meeting heartily 
endorses the permanent policy of the 
government as that best calculated hi 
the long run to afford' the greatest 
measure of aid to the Empire, but 
urges that an emergency exists at the 
present moment which necessitates an 
Immediate additional contribution of 
Dreadnoughts, or cash. It Is further 
resolved that the entire naval service 
of Canada should pass automatically 
under the control of the commander of 
the royal navy on the threat or out- 
break of hostilities against Great Brit- 
ain," 

Mayor Morley, who was In the chair, 
In opening the proceedings dealt with 
the patriotism of British Columbia. Ho 
alluded to the .pride which the citizens 
had always taken in having His 
Majesty's vessels stationed at Esqui- 
mau and the feeling of disappointment 
which had followed their withdrawal. 
Ho then Introduced Captain Cllvo 
Phillips Wolley, president of the local 
navy league, who delivered the address 
of the evening. Captain Wolley said: 

Mr. Wolley's Address. 

Captain Wolley spoko as follows: 
Mr, Chairman and gentlemen, — Iiwill 
not spend any of the precious minutes 
which you have given me in thanking 
you for coming. You have come be- 
cause you are loyal to that Empire 
which your forefathers made, and 
which you are still making, and for 
such loyalty Canadians expect no 
thanks. A Briton's work for Britain 
Is Its own proud reward. 1 have, as 
you know, to speak tonight to a dc- 
flnlto resolution, and to deal ade- 
quately with the points raised therein 
will tax my powers of condensation to 
the uttermost, so that, though I can- 
not at our annual meeting altogether 
avoid stock taking, I am going to deal 
with that part of my duty as briefly 
as I can. Fortunately, this la ziot be- 
cause I dare not present our balance 
sheet. The Navy League in Victoria 
and Esquimau is, with the exception 
of the Toronto branch, the oldest in 
Canada, and its numerical strength to- 
day Is greater than It has ever been 
before, though it is still pitifully small 
compared to the work which It has to 
do. At tho league's foundation lay the 
Idea of aid to Britain's navy and to 
that Idea it has boon loyal ever since 
Its foundation; but even when I was 
first mado president of It, wo had not 
got beyoud the discussion of the ques- 
tion, "Is it Canada's duty to assist. In 
bearing Britain's navnl burden?" and 
In that discussion In those days wo 
could easily remember the names of 
the men and of tho public bodies who 
were upon our side, Today It Is easier 
to remember the names of those who 
arc opposed to us. I remember that In 
my first presidential address In 1907 
I set myself to prove to you that it 
was Canada's duty, to aid Britain's 
navy, because upon that under God 
the whole Empire depended, and that 
upon tho maintenance of that Empire 
depended very largely the Christianity, 
civilization and peace of tho whole 
world and, as a fraction of this vast 
whole, your own Individual welfare 
unci prosperity. 

1 ; 
For and Against. 

There were six great arguments 
against me; there was one great fact 
In my favor. Thoy said that there 
should bo no taxation without repre- 
sentation; that wo needed all our 
money for internal development; that 
wo wore safe under the Monroe doc- 
trine; that wo had done our wholo 
duty In building the C. V. R.: that we 
were too poor; and that tho French 
Canadians wore solidly opposed to 
contribution. Tho 0110 fact in my fa- 



vor was that the heart of Canada Is 
British and beats to tho tune of Home, 
Sweet Home, and so, gentlomcn, wo 
found an answer to every one of these 
arguments. Even the laBt of them 
has no longer any strength, since a 
house divided against itself cannot 
stand; and if Messrs. Marcll, Monk 
and Bourassa are opposed to contribu- 
tion, La Patrle and La Presoo are on 
our side, and I venture to think as 
much of the spirit of Montcalm as 
still abides }n (he province of Quebec 
In threo years we have gained this. 
Tho principle of naval contribution Is 
no longer disputed In eight at any rate 
of the nine provinces of the Dominion: 
the duty of bearing the Imperial bur- 
den is conceded by almost all. and in 
our West Is not only conceded, but 
welcomed. 

For reasons already suggested, I am 
not going Into details. You can seu 
for yourselves that the league has 
grown in popularity; I am glad to say 
that It has also grown In numbers; but

few thousands, and that It is matched 
against such ieaguea as those of Ger- 
many, Russia and other European 
states and that one of those is over a 
million strong. We want more work- 
ers and wo want someone to whisper 
to our King that the league which built 
the German navy was founded and led 
by the German Emperor's brother, and 
that one of the most gifted women In 
Canada has suggested that if a certain 
boy Prince of England honored Can- 
ada's Navy League by leading it, that 
league would very soon be commen- 
surato with the male population of the 
Dominion. Wo cannot send our mess- 
ages direct to the foot of the throne. 
They may get there nevertheless. I. 
at any rate, have "passed." Gentle- 
men of the press, "on the ball," if you 
please. If It were necessary, I could 
show you, gentlemen, that, small as 
this your league Is, It lias In the last 
year mado Itself seriously felt many 
thousand miles from Victoria, and I 
could prove this by quotations from 
leading English dallies; but I have no 
time tonight to read records. You can 
join tl»! league and' read them for 
yourselves If you like. 

Tho Resolution. 
Now to my resolution. Throughout 
Britain the duty of colonial 'contribu- 
tion haB been recognized with the re- 
sult that threo of the great Domin- 
ions have contributed, or promised to 
contribute. New Zealand, the least of 
them, with a population all told of 
about 800,000, has promised a Dread- 
nought, which' will cost her about 
511,000,000.

Government Motion Is Carried 
by Majority of 41— Mr, 
Northrup Contends That the 
Measure is Ultra Vires 



OTTAWA, March 10. — In the house 
tonight the second reading of the 
naval bill was carried by 119 to 7S, a 
government majority of 41. Previous 
to this the amendment moved by W. B, 
Northrup that tho second reading of 
the bill take place this day six months 
— commonly known as tho six months 
hoist — was defeated on tho same divis- 
ion. Sir Wilfrid Laurlor, however, In- 
sisted on the members being put on 
record on the main motion, and tho 
samo formality was gone through With 
the same result. Mr. Verville voted 
with the opposition. 

Thc»e were none of the scenes of en- 
thusiasm which made Inst night's di- 
visions such spoctacular events. No 
ultra-loyalist raised his voice in song 
to express the hope that His Majesty 
the King might long bo spared, and 
even those who consider that a division 
■should not be taken without the ac- 
companiment of "O Canada" or such 
ditties sat mute. Tho galleries wei'o 
again well filled. Out of the 221 mem- 
bers of tho house 197 registered their 
votes for or against the building of a 
Canadian navy. 

The whole of the day was consumed 
In discussing the six months' hoist mo- 
tion of Mr. Northrup. The. speaking 
being confined to the opposition. 

The featuro of the proceedings was 
tho bolting of W., F. Maclean to tho 
accompaniment of Llbornt cheers. In a 
characteristic speech Mr. Maclean sup- 
ported the government's programme, 
and only regretted that it went such a 
little way. 

Tomorrow the government will at- 
tempt, to get somo supply through the 
house. The house adjourned at 11:30 
p. in. 

Tho six months' hoist was moved by 
W. P. Northrup of East Hastings, In 
amendment to tho motion of Sir Wilfrid 
that the naval bill bo read a second 
time. Tho gist of Mr. Northrup's re- 
marks was that if did not lie within 
tho rights of the Dominion parliament 
to pass the bill In tho form proposed, 
and that It would bo ultra vires of tho 
Imperial parliament. By placing tho 
navy undor tho control of tho gover- 
nor In council nn attempt was mado to 
override tho prerogative of tho King, 
as for centuries the supremo command 
of tho navy had boon vested In . tho 
sovereign. The British parliament had 
passed no statute limiting tho control, 
and it would not be within tho powers 
of tho Canadian parliament to pass 
legislation creating a separate and in- 
dependent navy.

SOME VAIN EFFORTS 

TO MAKE NEW LAWS 



Several Bills Standing In Name 
of Mr, Hawthornthwaite Are 
Slaughtered— Mr. Macgow- 
an's Disappointment 



The ill?', session of the twelfth par- 
liament of British Columbia was 
brought to a close yesterday, proro- 
gation taking p'ace at four tho af- 
ternoon, whe-.i Hie Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor atvended to formally 
assent some sixty-six additional bi?.ls jt 
made law during the past few weehr;" 
and wiilch, with' tho sixteen meas- 
ures previously assented, give a total ' 
of eighty-two additions, out of ninety- 
iflve in all Introduced, to the statuto 
book for 1910— a worthy accomplish- 
ment for tho eight weeks the just 
closed session has lasted. First in or- 
der of public interest and material 
Importance, of course, come tho rail- 
way bills which presage a period of 
marked activity in the upbuilding of 
British Columbia, but industrial ac- 
tivity generally, the preservation of 
the public health and 3afety, the Im- 
provement and enlargement of tho 
free school system, and the better- 
ment of Provincial conditions in a k 
variety of ways— by roads .public 
works, etc. — have also important place 
in the new chapter added to the Pro- 
vincial statute book. . 

The business of the closing* day of 
the session was restricted to tho 
morning sitting, when the Order pa- 
per was cleared' with a celerity per- 
haps unprecedented, and with a mini- 
mum of sacrifice of belated legislation. : 
Chief victims among the fated Inno- 
cents were the several measures 
standing in the name of the Socialist 
leader. Mr. -Hawthornthwaite, which 
It may perhaps In fairness be said, 
tho proposer did not regard as likely 
to commend themselves to the best 
judgment of the House. Those In their 
order were lost on the second reading, 
while Mr. Macgowan's favorite item 
of legislation— the bill to provide for 
dower for married women — was as ef- 
fectually disposed of to the regret of 
tho mover, by the effluxion of time, 
adjournment of the debate upon the 
second reading being moved by Mr. 
Miller, of Grand Forks, and the bill 
remaining upon the Order paper when 
tho Parliament rose. Other "left by 
the wayside" measures were the bill 
to amend the Coal Mines Regulation 
Act (Mr. Williams), ,to amend the 
Dentistry Act (Mr. Miller) and res- 
pecting the payment of wages (Mr. 
Williams), each of which was "passed'' 
Into oblivion on order for introductory 
reading. One other public tnensure In 
a private member's care — the bi- 
weekly pay-day bill of Mr. Ross, of 
Pernio— -was lost, as were Mr. Haw- 
thornthwailc'R labor measures, upon 
the second rending. 

Bills Assented To 

The galleries were filled -\v_lth in- 
terested spectators when '.His Honor 
attended in the afternoon to formally 
prorogue the assembly, the incidental 
ceremonies being of the most simple 
and democratic description.

Chief in interest among tho announco- 
nionts whlQl? the board oC tradu dele- 
gates bud to mulie on their return from 
Ottawa was the statement made to 
them In Montreal by W. Wainwriglit, 
second vice-president of the Ornn^ 
Trunk Pacific railway, to the effect 
that that company would commence op- 
erations no.xl year for the connection 
of Vancouver Island with its trans- 
continental system. The connection 
Will he made by way of Bute Inlet, 
across which a terry will run, connect- 
ing with a G. T. P. subsidiary railway 
line on the Island. 

The report presented by the delegate* 
(Messrs. Simon Lelser and Joshua, 
Klnghnni) at yesterday's monthly mect- 
Inug of tile board of trade was gener- 
ally of an optimistic Character. Pres- 
sure 6irougllt to hear upon tho Federal 
ministers has resulted in promises that 
during tho current year a sum of 
slightly over $.'00,000 will be expended 
in carrying out much needed Improve- 
ments m tne inner harbor. This sum 
will Include an appropriation for the 
purchase of two Lobriitz rock crushers, 
tho province of which will be to dredge 
and reclaim the land Jyiug along tho 
foreshore from Songheea Point to the 
K & N. Hallway bridge, thus widening 
the walerway, rondorlng it more navi- 
gable, and allowing additional facilities 
necessary through the construction of 
docks for tho G, T. P. 

Yesterday's meeting of the board was

The first business to come up was the 
presentation of tho delegates report, 
which read as follows: 

Delegates Beport. 

The delegates, which you appointed, 
proceeded to Ottawa on February lSthi 
and arrived thore on the morning of 
the 18tli. Immediately after arrival we 
had an Interview With the Hon. William 
Tcniplenian, and placed tho mutters 
which brought us to Ottawa, before him. 
After careful consideration be promised 
us his support,, nnd arranged a meet- 
ing with the minister of ;publlc works, 
the Hon. Dr. Pugsloy. At tills meet- 
ing, Mr. George A. Keefer, resident oh- 
glnoer, wns present, when wo submitted 
our plana for harbor improvements. 
After considerable discussion Dr. Pugs- 
Icy thought lie would be able to assist 
us. and as the hour was get ling late, 
the minister requested that the meet- 
ing bo postponed until noon the Tues- 
day following, so that he could go Into 
the matter more thoroughly, and liuvo 
with him Mr. Hunter, his deputy min- 
ister. 

We met as arranged. At this meet- 
ing tho following were present: Hon. 
William Tomploman, Mr. Wainwriglit, 
Vice-President of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railway, who came from Montreal 
for that purpose, and H. P. Bullen. 
Esq. Our request for harbor Improve- 
ments was fully discussed in detail, 
and Hon. Dr. Pugsloy and Honi Wllllnm 
Toinpleman showed every disposition to 
meet your delegates on the broadest 
linos. After a most satisfactory Inter- 
view the matter was adjourned for fur- 
ther discussion. At this meeting the 
plans of the Grand Trunk Pacific Itai!- 
way company for wharr accommodation 
In Victoria inner harbor wore dlscussedi 
and finally approvod by the minister of 
public works, and the work has begun, 

On the Thursday following we were 
advised by the Hon. Dr. Pugsloy that 
lie was prepared to recommend to his 
colleagues that a sufficient amount be 
provided for in the cstltnutcs to curry 
out the Improvements as outlined by 
your delegates; viz., Ihe purchase of 
two TjobniU rock crushers and suffici- 
ent funds to operate them day and 
night; all of which had the strong sup- 
port of tho Hon. William Templeinnn. 
Most of the ministers were interviewed 
by your delegates. The affairs of tho 
city of Victoria were discussed gener- 
ally, and In each Instance we were as- 
sured of tho co-hearty support, co-oper- 
ation and sympathy with the abnormal 
growth and development of tho west. 
Ko Fostofflee. 

We had many Interviews with tho 
Hon. R. Lemleux, postmaster general, 
nnd Dr. C'oultor, deputy pbstmaster-gpnr 
oral, and after many meetings the sub- 
sidy for a double mall service on the 
E. & N. railway was promised, to t'alco 
effect as soon as tho 13. & N. railway In- 
augurate n double dally service. 

The subsidy for another mall sorvlcn 
for tho entire northern coast, including 
Portland Canal, to be operated from 
Victoria weekly, giving the city four 
additional mulls per month Inc. 
through the strong support of the lion. 
William Templeman and Mr, rtiilph 
Smith, boen promisad. 

Additional Comox mall service lias 
also been promised your delegates to 
receive careful consideration. 

Closing of P. O. Lobbies. 

This matter has been fully discussed 
with the department nnd your delegates 
an. I Mr. Bullen made a sboolni trip to 
Toronto to Interview Mr. rtoss, inspec- 
tor-general of postofflces. and also Dr. 
Coulter, deputy postmaster general of 
Ottawa. This matter was discussed In 
all Its details. The government have 
It under consideration, and your dele- 
gates hopo In a short time to receive 
further communication. 

Ho Experimental rami. 

Yobr delegates had several Interviews 
with tho Hon. S. Fisher, minister of 
agriculture. Unfortunately, Mr. Dun- 
can Anderson, of the department of ag- 
riculture wns absent from Ottawa. On 
account of his absence the minister 
would not commit himself to any spe- 
cial location for an experimental farm 
on Vancouver Island. The various lo- 
cations in the vicinity of Victoria were 
fully discussed, The minister exprossr-d 
himself vory strongly that he favors 
a site close to the city of Victoria, and 



was must explicit about tho price tho 
government would pay per acre. The 
location which the minister has In view 
we think will meet the approval of the 
members of the board of trade and of 
tho citizens generally. 

Ro Indian Reserve. 

Your delegates had lengthy Inter- 
views with the Hon. P. Oliver, minis- 
ter of the interior, and Mr. Pcdley, su- 
perintendent of Indian affairs, and 
wlille they fully cytnpnthlze with us, 
they are porparcd to assist any reason- 
able scheme for the settlement of this 
vexed question, 

On "Wednesday, the 2nd Inst., your 
delegates had the honor of having an 
Interview with 'the Hon. Sir Wilfrid 
Ldurler, prime minister of Canada, 
when matters affecting the city of Vic- 
toria and the province generally were 
fully discussed. We aro glad to report 
that the prime minister expressed his 
Intention of visiting the province of 
British Columbia In! the near future, 
nnd Victoria would be included In his 
Itinerary. 

Your delegates feel that as n result 
of their visit to Ottawa a great deal has 
been accomplished, In securing extra 
appropriations for the Improvement of 
Victoria harbor, and extra mull subsi- 
dies. Your delOKates have been placed 
under great, obligations for the strong 
and hearty support given them by tho 
lion. William Teniploniun, minister of 
Inland revenue and mines. Mr. Ralph 
Smith, member ror Nnnulmo; and Sena- 
tors Bob took and Riley, who were untir- 
ing In their efforts to help to • make 
our mission a success. 

Exponuituvo on Harbor. 

SImpn helser. explained that the 
question of harbor improvements hud 
been thrashed Out thoroughly with tho 
different ministers and especially- with 
the Hon. W, Pugsley. At the time or 
their visit to Ottawa the government 
was very busy. Hundreds of delegates 
from different places were at the cap- 
ital and some of them, had been wait- 
ing months for Interviews. After a 
lengthy interview with tho minister' of 
public works the delegates were given 
assurances that two Lobnitz rock 
crushers would be provided for Victoria 
harbor and that they would be ordered 
Immediately. The order had already 
been placed in Scotland and the crush- 
ers would arrive within a short time 
on board a Blue Funnel liner. Before 
the delegation had loft Ottawa the 
whole question of improving the Inner 
harbor had been settled. The grant for 
this would amount to some $-00,000, and 
next year he hoped that the appropri- 
ation would be larger. 

Active representations had been made 
to the Hon. It. Lemleux nnd Dr. Coulter, 
deputy postmnster-genoral. on behalf of 
the opening of the postojflce lobbies In 
Victoria on Sunday, The delegation 
Pointed out that owing to the insular 
position of this city, the closing of 
postoffiee boxes, meant the delay of a 
day in receiving the mull. G. A.' Hoss, 
tho Dominion inspector of postoffiecs, 
had also been Hcen in connection with 
the matter which wns under considera- 
tion nt the time the delegation left Ot- 
tawa. The delegation had asked that 
the lobby be left open from the hours 
of f! p. m. to 10, p.. m. on Sundays, and 
It was hoped that some concession 
along tills rtne might bo made. There 
wns no hope of having tho postoffiee 
open throughout Sunday. 

in regard to tuej matter of a subsidy 
for the double, dnjly service on the K. 
& X. railway, this had been promised 
as soon as Ilia t service was resumed 
on the island line. Tho delegation fur- 
ther got assurances of another mall 
subsidy for a steamship company Which 
would make weekly sailings to the 
Portland Canal.

Experimental Farm. 

The Hon. 3. Fisher was seen j n con- 
nection with a site for the Experi- 
mental farm, which he stated on ills 
visit to Victoria last summer would bo 
located In the Immediate vicinity of 
this city. The delegation urged two 
sites before the attention of the min- 
ister, one of which would cost $1,000 
per ncre and the other $r>00. Mr. Fisher 
explained that these prices were alto- 
gether too high, hut promised that Hie 
matter should lie given his attention 
forthwith. He did not think any loca- 
tion on the Sdanich Ann would be an

LANCHE 
HIS JOURNEY HOI 
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Flumerfelt Was Detained 
at Field Through the Slide 
at Rogers Pass — Tells of 
Great Disaster 



After one of the most extraordinary 
although not necessarily exciting ex- 
periences ho has ever met with in the 
nature of railroad travel Mr. A. C. 
Flumerfelt of this city, arrived home 
last evening. Mr. Flumerfelt had 
spent sumo time in tho east in con- 
nection witli business affecting tho 
several compunies ho Is associated 
with, but chiefly In connection with 
timber Interests. Ho passed through 
tho mountains in tho very midst of 
the awful succession of avalanches 
Which caused so many deaths and ho 
said last night that while he and the 
passengers on the train with him es- 
caped any suggestion of real danger 
still they wore fortunate In arriving ut 
Field just when they did. Thirty,: 
minutes later — which might easily have 
happened — and their train would have 
been smothered by an immense ava- 
il! she. which inundated the two 
tracks cast of Field after they arrived 
nt tho latter point. 

Speaking of his trip last night Mr. 
Flumerfelt said that lie left Winnipeg 
on Thursday night last and arrived tit 
Field at Saturday noon. It was not 
until then that the passengers on his 
train had any intimation that there 
wns trouble with the snow. At Held 
however tho word was passed round 
that the train was ordered baclc to 
Calgary and that there had been a 
terrible avalanche ahead at Roger's 
Puss. Tho train crew was hastily 
making preparations for the return. 
Tho observation car had been turned 
about on tho turn table and the dining 
car 'was just being turned when those 
who were outdoors saw a second ter- 
rific, avalanche sweep down the moun- 
tralns(de to the .eastward. Just before 
tho train had arrived at Field another 
slido had come down to the north of 
tho station at Field currying two 
buildings with It. 

Examination of the slide to the 
eastward showed that It was about 
300 feet wide, Higher than the cars und 
covered both tracks. All available 
help to the westward wns at Roger's 
Pass and there was nothing for it 
hut to wait until help could come from 
Calgary nnd clear the road. Finally 
a snow-clearing gang arrived from Cal- 
gary and cut a trench through the 
great mass of snow and the delayed 
train wns run back to Calgary. 

During the enforced slay at Field, 
Mr. Flumerfelt said, the C.P.R. did 
everything in its power to make the 
passengers comfortable and to keep 
their spirits up. The passengers oc- 
cupied their regular berths on board 
at night and had their meals in the 
hotel at the expense of tho company. 
There were somo ^11 passengers and 
tho overworked staff at the hotel was 
kept busy day and night providing for 
tho hungry horde. 

Death of Mr. Potts. 

A very sad fenture of the slay at 
Field was the Illness of G. A. Stewart 
Potts, tho former Victoria boy who 
was being rushed home, at death's 
door, in the hope of saving his life. 
Mr. Potts' relatives feared for his safe- 
ty even In passing across the moun- 
tains in the regular way as he was suf- 
fering from heurt trouble and when it 
Was seen that ho would have to remain 
indefinitely at Field— perhaps the worst 
place on the continent for one suffer- 
ing from Ills malady — his recovery was 
despaired of. He passed away at 
Field. 

Another Invalid to whom the en- 
forced delay meant unpleasantness was 
Mrs. F. J. Fulton, wife of the ex-chief 
commissioner of lands, who. with her 
husband was hurrying back from Mon- 
treal. Mrs.p Fulton had taken ill In 
the eastern city and had not been able 
to sit up all the way across tho con- 
tinent. She was taken hack to Cal- 
gary where at Inst reports sho was 
resting easily. She will remain there 
until the road Is open arid safe for 
traffic. 

While tho passengers wore cooped 
up at Field with snowslldos to right of 
of them avalanches, to left of them 
volleying and thundering, Sunday 
morning dawned peaceful and clour 
and with the coming of the morning 
tliero came to Field a travehvorn, fa-

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Board of Trade Passes Reso- 
lution' Endorsing the Fortna- 
ation of a Canadian Navy at 
Yesterday's Meeting 



At the monthly meeting of the board 
of trade yesterday afternoon the fol- 
lowing resolution proposed by B. Boggs 
and seconded by G. A. Kirk was car- 
ried unanimously: 

Whereas the commercial supremacy 
and tho very national existence of the 
British Empire requires that tho Brit- 
ish flag shall retain absolute command 
of the sea; 

"And whereas this' command Is 
threatened by tho extraordinary naval 
programmes of other governments: 

And whereas tho burden or taxation 
for the purpose of naval defence 'al- 
ready bears heavily upon the tax pay- 
ers of the mother country; 

"And whereas it is clearly the duty 
of the daughter dominions to assume 
tholr fair share of responsibility for 
military • and navnl defence as they 
Increase in numbers and wealth; 

"And whereas the Dominion of Can- 
ada has increased In numbers and 
wealth and has attained to tho proud 
distinction of first In importance 
among the daughter nations within 
the Empire, and is now In a position, 
In co-operating with tho Imperial Navy 
to organize and finance the' naval de- 
fence of borders and the protection of 
her sea-borne commerce so rapidly in- 
creasing on both the Atlantic and tho 
Pacific; 

"Thoreforo the Board of Trade of 
Victoria. British Columbia, hereby 
most heartily endorses tho policy and 
plans of the Dominion Government for 
the immediate organlzaUon of a Can- 
adian navy, and would further point 
out that, in addition to this action be- 
ing in fullfllment of the dutp and res- 
ponsibility of Canada in point of de- 
fence the development of a Canadian 
navy, especially when the plans for tho 
future building of such navy and Its 
firmament within Canada are consum- 
mated, will become an economic factor 
of incalculable value to thlB Do- 
minion whoso natural resources ' and 
whose geographical advantages lend 
themselves so admirably to the de- 
velopment of shipbuilding and the steel 
industry." 

Tho resolution will bo forwarded to 
Sir 'Wilfrid Laurler as expressing the 
attitude of the board of trade on the 
naval question. 

URGE A CASH CONTRIBUTION 
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Australia with about 0,000,000 people 
has undertaken to provide a local navy 
which will cost her about $18,0(JO,000. 

Canada, the greatest of the Domin- 
ions and tho nearest home, with a 
population of about 8.000,000, is still 
talking of creating a local navy not 
built Upon : the lines suggested by the 
Admiralty, and not' at the call of tho 
King, to cost her about $10,000,000. 

/Let me boll that down for you a 
little. 

It means that Canadians are think- 
ing of giving Jess than 10 cents per 
man as compared with the dollar per 
man of tho New Zealanders. It means 
that New Zealand has pledged herself 
ito a. direct gift; that Australia has 
contributed a local lleet in the form 
deemed most desirable by the Admir- 
alty, whilst Canada has promised two 
small local navies not on the Admir- 
alty lines, which may be of some ser- 
vice as training ships or commerce 
destroyers, but which are not service- 
able as fleet units and have no ships 
in them fit for Britain's lighting line, 
and which will not be ready for any 
conceivable emergency. 

At first blush this does not look 
very creditable or very hopeful, but as 
a permanent policy the Canadian pol- 
icy of building local navies has much 
in its favor and is perhaps, as set 
fortli in our resolution, the policy 
best calculated to servo Britain in tho 
long run. 

A direct contribution in cash might 
be the most practically useful to 
Britain in the present, and would no 
doubt bo the cheapest to Canada, but 
it would inevitably be distasteful to 
our people; it might weaken tho tics 
which bind us, instead of strengthen- 
ing; and would do nothing'to cultivate 
a naval spirit amongst us. 

The tone of somo of the French pa- 
pers which have como over to our 
side suggests to me a danger. "Let 
us make a direct contribution." they 
say, "and bo done with it." That is 
Just what we want to avoid. 

When Canada begins to take an in- 
terest in naval matters wo never 
want her "to have done with it," and 
therefore we support the permanent 
policy of tho Government because the 
building of local navies will create a 
naval spirit amongst our people: will 
create an Interest In their own navy 
which men 6nly feel in tho things 
which they themselves have made: 
will nrouse a generous rivalry be- 
tween tho Dominions which must 
inure to Britain's benefit: and will 
especially create shipyards (tho capa- 
city for producing ships) which are 
worth moro to Britain than many 
Drcndnaughts. 

On these grounds we endorse tho 
permanent policy of the Government. 

But, gentlemen, thero was more In. 
that resolution of .March, 1909, the 
resolution of both our great parties 
In tho state, than Is contained in the 
permanent policy which I ask you to 
endorse. 

In that resolution a loop hole was 
wilfully left for the giving of an ab- 
normal contribution to tho Mother 
Country in case of emergency. This 
is why our resolution pleads for an 
additional contribution in Dread - 
naughts or cash. 

It is for us to show that an emer- 
gency exists. 

Upon this point thero Is great dif- 
ference of opinion, and In our desire 
to nllow for this wo do not wish tn 
allege, though many bettor Informed 
paonllo do, that there Is any Imme- 
diate danger of war with Germany, 
but it must Iw conceded that the con- 
test for supremacy which Is so ter- 
ribly likely to end In actual war,- has 
already commenced. 

It is the war of the worlc shops and 
unless Britain is united it seems al- 
most impossible that the people of tho 
narrow Jslos can In tho long run main- 
tain their supremacy ngalnst tho 
greater man -power and greater po- 
tential wealth of Germany. 

England and her children, united 
under one head, would be invincible, 
and a guarantee of tho world's peace; 



England -alone or Britain disunited 
might induce a general catastrophe. 
The German Peril. 

You ask me why I fear danger from 
Germany. I do nqt fear danger from 
Germany, I fear the force of circum-' 
stances. Germany, is today the great- 
est power in Europe; Germany today 
is tho richest power in Europe; Ger- 
many today has incomparably tho 
finest army in Europe, and if she 
ever adds to the mastery of the land 
tho supremacy of the sea it will be 
for her to take that, world dominion 
which every military nation has * as- 
pired to from tho time of Caesar to 
tho time of Napoleon. 

But you tell mo the Germans are a 
good people and would do none of 
these things. I admit that they are a 
good people, a groat poople, a pcoplo 
from whom we sprung, and so dan- 
gerously like ourselves that we may 
expect' them to do what wo did. 

We wanted colonies, and we took 
thorn. They want colonies worse than 
anything else In the world, and we or 
our American cousins have them. 
Thero is a great dearth of empty 
white man's land In the world, and 
the white men of tho greatest mili- 
tary power in tho world are multiply- 
ing very rapidly. 

Again, we used to claim that wo 
were tho greatest tradevsin tho world. 
It Is almost doubtful ff England Is so 
any longer. Germany is at any rate a 
dangerous rival and Germany wants 
our trade as Germany, wants our col- 
onies. But you say, "Have you not 
heard what the German ambassador 
and the German emperor have recent- 
ly said about peace?" Yes. I have, 
and I remember that a diplomatist is 
"n good man sent abroad to lie for his 
country's good," and that Frederick 
the Great himself laid it down as an 
axiom that it is a ruler's duty to sac- 
rifice engagements which are hurtful 
to the people. 

I dread tho logical result of Bis- 
marck's moral laws for a nation al- 
most as much as I do the force of cir- 
cumstances. Bismarck said that the 
only healthy basis of a great state is 
national selfishness and not romantic 
Idealism. 

In obedience to this law Bismarck 
made Prussia the greatest power in 
Germany by doubling his army; he 
made Germany a commercial rival to 
Britain by wresting Kiel from Don- 
mark; he made Germany the greatest 
power in Europe by crushing France, 
and if Germany were today secretly 
preparing to crush England she would 
be acting exactly in accord with the 
best interest of that national selflsh- 
ness preached by Bismarck; in accord 
with that luvv of secrecy in war and 
politics laid down., by the Emperor 
Frederick; and any war which she 
waged would bo justified according to 
him so long as it brought prestige to 
her people. So much for German 
morals of this question. \ 

Now, gentlemen, if you ask me what 
evidence I adduce of the existence of 
this emergency I tell you that the 
besf evidence is (],) Germany's neces- 
sity; (2) Germany's opportunity; (3) 
Germany's national creed as suggest- 
ed by the quotations I have made; (4) 
the German Emperor's oft-quoted 
statement that the trident must be in 
Germany's mailed fist; (5) the re- 
peated utterances, to the same effect 
of Germany's leading men; (0) the 
German Navy League one million 
strong; (7) the utterances of leaders 
or all parties in England beforo tho 
elections, McKenna, Balfour, Blatch- 
ford, Asquith; Grey, Lord Cromer, Lord 
Curzon. Lo.'d Roberts, Lord Charles 
Beresford, the Time's,- 'the Post, the. 
Spectator, the Clarion,' indeed the ut- 
terances of almost - every great voice 
in England, whether of Liberal or Con- 
servative, or Socialist, whether sol- 
dier, sailor or journalist; (S) the cre- 
ation of Germany's great fleet upon 
borrowed money for, service upon wa- 
ters within easy reach of her shores, 
as shown by the want of coal carry- 
ing capacity In these ships; and (9) by 
the concentration of Britain's navy in 
•her home waters. 

Gentlemen, to any fair-minded man 
more evidence than this seems to me 
unnecessary, although if time permit- 
ted it would bo easily available. 

As to the necessity of meeting an 
abnormal emergency by a present ab- 
normal gift of ships or cash 1 do not 
propose to speak. It is a subject pe- 
culiarly close to all our hearts, and to 
none U'uW'4! so than to those of our 
brothers at » Vancouver, and for this 
reason I propose to leave this portion 
of my subject to our whole-hearted 
ally from Vancouver, Mr. Bell-Irving. 

Suggests Two Points. 

Two points only I will suggest In 
this connection which he may elabor- 
ate., The first is that if wo want to 
stop this expensive contest for su- 
premacy, nothing is more likely to do 
it than the sight of our sister nations 
rallying round the common standard; 
and my second point Is that if we are 
to give ships, we could not do better 
than supply those two lirst-class bat- 
tleships which are needed to make 
our two baby navies serviceable units 
on the lines laid down by the admlr- 

And now I come to my last clause, 
and to me the most important one of 
all. , "That the entire naval service of 
Canada shall become automatically a 
part of the British navy under one 
supreme control at the threat or out- 
break of hostilities. ' 

Some people plead against the cre- 
ation of local navies as tending to- 
wards separation. I see the possible 
danger, but having known for twenty 
yours something of the heart of Can- 
uda. I do not bellovo in it. I hear that 
some people would rather set up a 
little business of their own rather 
than be partners in the biggest busi- 
ness on earth, and I marvel at the 
possibilities of human folly. 

But gentlemen if it ever became a 
fact that this navy of Canada was not 
at war when England was at war, 
that the sea captains of the Empire 
had not unquestioned control in war 
time of the .whole of the Empire's 
ileet,- that- would be separation, and 
separation of uny limb from the 
heart means death to the limb - and 
gravest danger to the whole body. 

New Zealand raises no question of 
divided control. She gives all with- 
out conditions. Australia retains homo 
rule of her own contribution in tlmo 
of peace, but usserts plainly that in 
time of war her navy is the King's, 
God blesB Him. and yet Canada we 
are told, Canada, the premier Domin- 
ion, the nearest to tho heart, seems to 
suggest separation; that in time of 
Britain's need she will only go to war 
if she wants to. 

Upon tho third clause in our reso- 
lution the whole question of Canadian 
naval aid to the mother country de- 
pends. 

It reads that the entire naval ser- 
vice of Canada should pass automati- 
cally (or as a matter of course), under 
the control of tho commander of the 
Royal (perhaps imperial would be tho 
better word) navy on the threat or 
outbreak of hostilities against Bri- 
tain. 

Laurior's Stand 

Upon this point the premier of Can- 
ada has delivered himself of three ut- 
terances: 

1. His first was on tho debate on 
tho addresa. He .then said; "Need I

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say to my honorable friend (Mr. Monk) 
that whether wo have such a navy or 
not, we do not lose our right to self- 
government; that If we do have a navy 
that navy will go to no war unless 
the parliament of Canada chooses to 
send It there." 

2. His second utterance recorded In 
Hansard, January 12, of this year 
reads: 'As I havo already stated, in 
case of emergency the governor in 
council may exercise the power of 
calling out tho naval force to be 
placed at the disposal of His Ma- 
jesty, tho only restriction being that 
parliament is to bo immediately sum- 
moned" ; and in answer to a question 
by Mr. SproulO, Sir Wilfrid defined 
war as: "War everywhere. When 
Britain is at war, Canada is at war; 
there is no distinction. If Great Bri- 
tain to which wo are subject is at 
war with any other notion Canada 
becomes liable to invasion, and so 
Canada is at war." 

3. His third utterance was on Feb- 
ruary 3, and It was to this effect, that 
ho hud ho feared shocked the minds 
and souls of his friends In Quebec 
by stating "that when England is at 
war we are at war." 

He explained that that was merely 
a statement of a principle of interna- 
tional law; that when a nation is at 
war all her possessions were, liable to 
attack, but that "it Is for the parlia- 
ment of Canada, which created this 
navy to say when and whore it shall 
go to war." 

Now, gentlemen, I say to you road 
those different speeches in Hansard 
for yourselves, and make your own 
comments. I am pledged as president 
of a non-partizan league to refrain 
from doing so, but it is my duty to 
comment upon facts, and I say most 
emphatically that unless tho Canadian 
navy Is bound to go'to war whon the 
mother country goes to war, as an In- 
tegral part of Britain's navy, under 
tho supreme command of tho head of 
that navy, without waiting upon tho 
will of party • politicians. It is worth- 
less to Britain. It Is worse than that. 
It is an. added dungcr to Britain, for 



a commander must count upon whom 
he can rely before entering upon a 
war, and any miscalculation may 

You want a navy to protect your 
trado in distant seas. Can your young 
fleets at Victoria and Halifax do that? 
That is Uie work of a widespread im- 
perial navy. 

You want when a war breaks out 
the combined force of Britain' to seek 
out and crush your enemy. Can separ- 
ate and irresponsible fleets do that? 

You want to be an integral portion 
of the world't greatest navy, sharing 
all its dangers and all Its glories, and 
not to be the smallest naval bnby in 
tho world. 

Gentlemen, I quote from Kipling and 
tho Bible: "Canada Is a daughter in 
her mother's house and mistress of 
her own, but she must bo a daughter 
after 'the manner of Ruth whose oath 
was — Thy people shall be my people, 
thy God my God and where thou goes 
(to war) I go." 

Two more words and I have done. 

Sir William White, Britain's naval 
constructor, writes that party politics 
should bo entirely excluded from naval 
matters: that in the discussion of 
questions affecting naval supremacy 
there should be only one party. That 
is also your Premier's view, and I hope 
that I have shown it to bo, mine by 
asking Messrs. Hawthornthwaite and 
Brewster to speak here tonight, and by 
my general conduct of this navy 
league's campaign; 

Do It Yourself. 

My last word Is this: In tho West 
we have a law which all learn to obey. 
It is, "If you want anything done do 
it yourself." I commend that law to 
the West. If your .politicians for vari- 
ous reasons cannot give tho two war- 
ships you want out of the public money, 
there Is no law to prevent your giving 
them. Go down into your own pockets 
and put up the price of them. Wo 
have talked enough and I at least am 
tired. If you will do tills you may call 
on me for tho first thousand. 

In the fulness of time we shall prob- 
ably see Britain represented by one 
house for the consideration of nil im- 
perial matters; a Britain composed of 
sister nations ouch of which will havo 
home rule In purely local matters, but 



then as now .wo must have one God, 
one empire, one flag and one and only 
one fleet under the supreme control of 
Britain's sea captain for the time be- 
ing.

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THE SESSION 

The Lieutenant-Governor relieved 
the Legislature from its labors yes- 
terday. The session has been some- 
what longer than has been the rule 
in recent years,' and it has been a very 
busy one. If it were not for the plan 
of holding two sessions daily, the 
meeting would have been considerably 
prolonged. Tho legislation ha's been 
voluminous and important. We have 
said so much about the several meas- 
ures from time to time, that only 
passing reference need be made to a 
few of them now. The session will bo 
memorable for more reasons than one, 
although the first that will suggest 
itself to most people will be passage of 
the legislation relating to the Canadian 
Northern. By this measure Mr. Mo- 
Bride has fully redeemed the promlso 
made by him some years ago to de- 
velop a railway policy that would be 
satisfactory to the people. The con- 
tract is one that will mark the begin- 
ning of a new era in tho history of 
the province. 

The new Land Act is of great im- 
portance, and will have a far-res.ching 
effect of a beneficial nature. The 
legislation to provide for tho selection 
of the site for the Provincial Uni 
versity, that relating to the granting 
of liquor licences, and others of u 
public character mark the session as 
one of unusual value. Tho mass of 
private legislation has been very 
large. 

The House has shown. Itself to be a 
very capable one. The members all 
took a keen interest in the various 
measures submitted for their consid- 
eration. Persons; who have been in 
the habit of transacting business with 
the legislature of British Columbia, 
will bear us.. ou.!,. in . saying that the 
members are in all respects equal to 
those .'of any previous House, and that 
they give promise of becoming exceed- 
ingly useful public men.'

An audience, composed , of men. and 
ladies, filled the Victoria Theatre last 
night to its full capacity. It was not 
a political gathering in any sense of 
the word; that is the people were not 
invited to be present and did not attend 
with the object of promoting the wel- 
fare of any political party.

•be present because they knew before- 
hand what sentiments would bo ex- 
pressed by the speakers.

duty. This is the Important thing. 
Differences of opinion may exist as to 
the ways and means of accomplishing 
this result, but as long as the people 
are a unit in demanding that the re- 
sult shall bo reached we may feel sure 
that it will be attained.

THE OTTAWA DELEGATION 

The report, which Mensrs. Simon 
Leiser and Joshua D. Kingham, dele- 
gates from the Board of Trade, wero 
able to make of the result of their 
visit to Ottawa, is highly satisfactory. 
Tho government has promised to 
undertake those harbor improvements 
which the growing needs of the port 
require. As these improvements 
were first suggested in tho Colonist 
our readers may bo quite familiar ivrth 
them, but it may nevertheless bo well 
to state that they comprise the re- 
moval of tho rocks, which lie on the 
west 1 side of the harbor between 
Songhees Point and the railway 
bridge. This will nearly double the 
area of navigable water between tho 
Indian Reserve and tho east side, and 
will very greatly Improve the en-, 
trance between Laurel and Songhees 
points. The rock will be removed by 
two Lobnitz dredges, which will crush 
it, so that It can bo taken up by ordin- 
ary dredge scoops and be deposited 
elsewhere. Our understanding of tho 
plans la that the crushed rock will be 
placed in front of the Reserve, where 
It will create a valuablo piece of water 
frontage.

NAVAL DEFENCE 

The House of Commons having 
adopted the Naval Defence Bill, Can- 
ada has been fully committed to the 
policy therein contained. The Colon- 
ist would have boon glad If the Gov- 
ernment had asked Parliament to go 
farther than is proposed, but it is 
heartily In accord with the policy in- 
volved in a Canadian navy. The at- 
titude of this paper on this subject 
has been consistent throughout. It 
fblegan. years ago by advocating the 
establishment of a branch of the 
Royal Naval Reserve and a training 
ship on the Pacific Coast. Long be- 
fore the people in other parts of Can- 
ada gave even passing attention to 
tho question, the Colonist recognized 
that Canada has : a duty -fo" perform' 
in tho premises,' and has "from that 
time onward sought to impress this 
duty, as far as It was able, upon the 
peoplo of the count :y. As the dis- 
cussion has proceeded;- our views have 
developed.'" With a. better understand- 
ing of - the subject and.- animated only 
by the desire to see that Canada did 
her share In the defence of the- Em- 
pire, we have reached a conclusion 
that has already been expressed and 
to which reference will bo made 
herein. 

i When the ships of the Royal Navy 
were withdrawn from Esqulmalt, the 
Colonist advocated the assumption by 
Canada of the duty that had been 
discharged by those ships, namely, 
that of police duty on the eastern 
shore of the Pacific Ocean. We hear- 
tily supported the views advanced by 
Rear-Admiral Fleet and endorsed by 
the Navy League to this effect. Later 
we took the position that the con- 
struction of a dry dock at Esquimau, 
capable of. receiving tho largest ves- 
sels of the Royal Navy, ought to be 
undertaken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment as a contribution to Imperial de- 
fence, thereby endorsing tho policy 
urged upon the Dominion Government 
by the Board of Trade and tho Navy 
League. Later, when the Colonial 
premiers, at London, assented to a 
policy of Colonial co-operation in 
naval defence, the decision, met with 
our strongest approval, and we found 
pleasure In applauding the resolution 
unanimously passed by Parliament 
during the last session of that body. 
When the Dominion Government an- 
nounced that It had resolved to adopt 
a policy that would lead to the con- 
struction of a Canadian navy, wo gave 
our adherence to the principle therein 
involved. When that policy Was des- 
cribed In detail by the Prime Minister 
we approved of it as far as it went, 
but expressed the opinion that It did 
not go far enough. We took the posi- 
tion that in addition to the ships pro- 
posed to be purchased and built, the 
Dominion should provide two llrst- 
class battleships. With this view the 
debates show that Mr. Barnard, tho 
representative of this city, and Col. 
McLean, Liberal M.P. for Queen's, N. 
B., were fully In sympathy. We havo 
also taken the position that, In tho 
event of war, tho ships of the Cana- 
dian navy should pass automatically 
under tho control of the Admiralty. 
Standing, as we do, for a full meas- 
ure of Canadian nutonomy within the 
Emplro, we have looked upon tho last 
named proposal as not at all incon- 
sistent therewith, for we recognize 
that this unity of control implies unity 
of counsel; In other words, that tho 
establishment of naval units by the 
several self-governing Dominions 
must In the very nature of things lead 
to tho establishment of a permanont 
Imperial Council, which shall pass 
upon all questions of foreign policy. 
To us any other system of control of 
the Empire's navies would prove de-

In a United Press despatch of March 
1st, it was stated that Mr. Lloyd 
George would not assume control over 
the Liberal party until after Easter, 
and he would thereafter pilot his poli- 
tical friends through a general elec- 
tion. The probability of Mr. George 
becoming Prime Minister of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom during tho existence of 
tho present parliament aro infinites- 
mal; but almost anything will do for 
a telegram to the United States pa- 
pers. 



It will be. remembered that at a 
time when the despatches told- us 
day after day that Mr. Asquith was 
insisting upon certain guarantees 
from the King, the Colonist said that 
to ask for such guarantees would be 
opposed to the principles of parlia- 
mentary government. The Attorney- 
General, Sir William Robson, recently 
made a public statement to the same 
effect. He said no constitutional sov- 
ereign could be expected to give guar- 
antees until the ministerial plan was 
submitted to him. 



The Philadelphia Record thinks that 
the United States ought to go In for.

The open question is 
as to whether Belgium shall own the 
wholo of Lake Albert Edward or Brit- 
ain shall have half of It. Tho opinion 
Is expressed that tho latter contention 
will prevail. Germany has no direct 
interest in the dispute, hut Is repre- 
sented at .the Conference now in ses- 
sion in Brussels as the owner of ad- 
jacent territory.

Y. Ormsby, of Big Toronto 
Firm of Insurance Brokers 
Before Commission Yester- 
day— Hearings Over ■' : 



Apart from the brief examination 'of 
Christopher Spencer, by J. .T. Shall- 
cross, during which ho stated that in 
the firm's Vancouver store they were 
forced by the board to oxpend $4,000 
on fire equipment without gaining the 
reduction of a cent on their rates, tho 
final session of tho royal commission 
on insurance in Victoria yesterday, 
was devoted to tho hearing by J. Y. 
Ormsby, member of the big insurance 
brokerage firm of Burnett, Ormsby & 
CHapp, of Toronto, Montreal. Winnipeg, 
Woodstock and New York. Mr Orms- 
by, who happened to bo in the city on 
business was put in tho box by Mr. 
Shallcross and during the forenoon he 
save much testimony as to the meth- 
ods of rating insurance and as to tho 
differences between board and non- 
board ratings. 

At noon the. commission had decided 
to adjourn to Vancouver on Mondav 
when it was learned that Mr. Ormsbv 
could give first-hand evidence on 
many points connected with Lloyd's 
methods. Chairman Lennie therefore 
asked him to come .back in tho after- 
noon to be examined on this phase of 
tho question. Mr. Ormsby consented, 
and at the afternoon session— the final 
session so far as Victoria Is concerned. 
Mr. Ormsby told many Interesting 
facts about Lloyd's system. 

The commission will open its hear- 
ings in Vancouver on Monday morning. 

Mr. Ormsby's Evidence 

Following Mr. Spencer's brief ex- 
amination Mr. Ormsby went in the box 
and In reply to* Mr. Shallcross gave 
evidence' as to his practice in fixing 
rates. He said his firm often made 
rates at its own discretion subject to 
inspection. He was not bound by the 
schedule. His firm had cut loose from 
the board because it did not believe 
in the board's methods, and it was 
for this reason that his 'firm did not 
join what is called the All-Canada 
federation, formed to watch legislation 
at Ottawa. Asked by Mr. Shallcross 
Mr. Ormsby gave examples of big 
risks that were placed entirely in the 
hands of his firm. His firm did con- 
siderable business with board com- 
panies, and his own companies were 
licensed, but he submitted there were 
certain other risks that could not be 
covered without going outside. 

Asked about existing rates Mr. 
Ormsby said that tho practice of do- 
ing business through agents was car- 
ried to tho point of an abuse. Little 
dinky agents were buzzing like mos- 
quitoes everywhere, and making it not 
worth any man's while to attend to 
the business. Mr. Ormsby placed tho 
causes for the endless trouble met 
with now in fire . insurance ,as too 
much commission and too little In- 
spection. He had hms'elf tried .to 
have the commission rate to agents 
cut to 10 per cent, in order that about 
half the agents in the country — "par- 
asites, who were spoiling the bus!-' 
ness" — might be cut out, and that the 
business might go to agents who would 
attend to it intelligently and seri- 
ously. - 

Questioned as to his opinion of tho 
security deposit clause in the proposed 
bill of the underwriters Mr. Ormsby 
said ho would either make the deposit 
yery much higher, or else very small. 
If his firm were to write policies sub- 
ject to conflagration it would start a 
conflagration fund at once. l?ut he 
did not look upon any of his compan- 
ies as strong enough to take such 
risks. The practice of his company 
was to keep its risks in any one town 
easily within its means. Its business 
was so distributed that any town In 
North America might be burned up 
without putting Ills company — tho Ot- 
tawa — down and out. No company 
should carry more risk in any dis- 
trict than it could meet reasonably in 
case of loss. 

Mr. Ormsby said that he was in a 
peculiar position in that he and his 
partners had every cent tied up in 
two licensed companies, and they did 
at the samo time unquestionably the 
largest broaderage business in Can- 
ada. Personally he did not think it 
Just or right that companies should be 
made to pay taxes and license fees,

knowledge that one is correctly

and men liavb to compete with out- 
siders. But at the same timo ho did 
not think , that his companies should 
bo held at] tho mercy of any combine. 
Personally ho considered tho board 
rate- too high, and ho gavo illustrations 
whero the commlttcoof tho board had 
refused to allow certain of - its mem- 
bers to accept risks at a rato which 
thoy wcro willing to accept-. If this 
was to go on Mr. Ormsby said the in- 
surance men might as well . throw up 
their hands. 

.^Unfair Dictation 

.Mr. Ormsby felt that it was. not fail- 
to | say to a reliable company doing 
business here, "you must pay taxes 
to come in hero," and then say to 
John Smith over tho. line, "you can 
write a letter over here and do busi- 
ness without a licence.' It was most 
unfair, however, to stop the insurer 
■from going outside ii' he was willing 
to pay the rate. ' Mr. Ormsby went on 
to say that his firm could not placo 
business here because it -was lnelliglblo 
to become a member of tho board be- 
cause, it represented non-board, com- 
panies. 

Mi'.- Ormsby went on to give con^ 
ereto examples of instances whero ho 
was able, often making expert sur- 
veys, to cut- -the existing bourd's rate 
very materially even after charging 
everything there ; sh6uld have been 
charged. Mr. Ormsby declared posi- 
tively that no insurance company or 
organization understands all there is 
to know about fire rating because they 
couldn't. Risks were changing all tho 
time and a man had to keep .altorlng 
his schedules all tho time. 

In answer to. Mr.' Shallcross Mr 
Ormsby gave illustrations of tho meth- 
od of expert rating, mentioning several 
instances where the board ratings of 
deficiencies differed materially from 
his ratings. Ho also gave features of 
the imposition of penalties on mill con- 
struction. 

Asked if it was his opinion that the 
Vancouver board forced Mr. Spencer 
to spend $4,000 on his store without 
deducting anything from his rate, Mr. 
Ormsby said that he carried $125,000 
of Spencer's business and didn't al- 
low him anything for the effect of tho 
expenditure. 

Speaking of mill ratings Mr. Ormsby 
said he was fairly conversant witli 
schedules throughout the country and 
yet to save his soul he could not figure 
out how the rales on the mills In this 
province were arrived at. Moreover lie 
had found many instances where mill 
owners had gone, to expense at the sug- 
gestion of underwriters without mak- 
ing their equipment one bit better. If 
tho outside dealers were to be cut out 
entirely it would deprive the insurers 
from good expert advice from out- 
side. This would not be fair but at 
tho same time Mr. Ormsby was not 
in favor of free trade in insurance. 

Asked whether or not he thought 
that Victoria possessed a very big 
hazard last year Mr. Ormsby said he 
certainly did but. that ho did consid- 
er a flat increase of thirty per cent 
excessive. He could not see how it 
was justified. 

Mr. Ormsby volunteered the opin- 
ion that tho Insurance people In this 
province were very little conversant 
with, modern building construction. He 
had s'een Instances where insurers were 
not receiving justice. 

Believes in Boards. 

Referring to boards Mr. Ormsby said 
that ho was a strong believer in boards 
and did not think that, insurance busi- 
ness could be carried on without a 
board. But at the same time he did not 
think that any board, should be allowed 
to fix an arbitrary rate. It might fix 
an advisory rate by. which its members 
might be guided. 

Speaking of tho abuses in the On- 
tario act Mr. Ormsby said that the 
clause requiring a man to take out a 
permit to place Insurance outside, had 
driven practically all of the. Canadian 
lake irarine insurance into the United 
States. - 

Mr. Ormsby in speaking of IJie dif- 
ference in rates said that it would be 
possible to build Identically the same 
factory and carry on the same process 
In each in five different provinces and 
find a difference of from thirty per 
cent to sixty per cent in board rat- 
ings. 

Mr. Bodwell questioned the state- 
ment and said Mr. Ormsby .could not 
prove It. 

"Very well" said" Mr. Ormsby, "if 
you challenge me I'll just take you up. 
I'll take the schedule in each province 
and figure the thing out." 

Chairman Lonriie suggested that Mr. 
Ormsby might do so and send It in to 
the commission. 

Coi'ng back to the question of sched- 
ules Mr. Ormsby said it was absolute- 
ly absurd to fix a certain set rate for 
any time of insurance. 

Mr. Bodwell did not cross-examine 
Mr. ' Ormsby. 

Mr. Shallcross sajd that while this 
was nil tho evidence he had at hand 
now he did not see how he could close 
his case without hearing the evidence 
of Mr. Ross who would not go on tho 
stand until the' commission readied 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Lennie adjourned the hearings 
until Monday in Vancouver, at this 
point, but later decided to recall Mr. 
Ormsby in the afternoon. 

Afternoon Session 
'There was some discussion as to the 
board interpretation of certain clauses 
of the proposed bill of the underwrit- 
ers between Mr. Bodwell and Chair- 
man Lennie, prior to Mr. Ormsby's be- 
ing recalled. Mr. Ormsby then went 
on the stand and gavo information as 
to the formation of Lloyd's. In tho 
old days Lloyd's did nothing but 
marine insurance. Members were put 
up and elected, and then had to post 
a deposit never less than .cr.,000. This 
was applicable only to marine insur- 
ance. When some of the underwriters 
began to write other kinds of insur- 
ance it was decided to Increase the 
deposit materially. Tho system was 
very complcated. There were about 
soo" members of Lloyd's divisible into 
three classes — the underwriter pure 
and simple, who might be a merchant 
or shipper or anything; then there 
was tho underwriting member in 
Lloyd's who did the attorney's work 
and then tho brokers who might, or 
miRht not be members of Lloyd's. 
Then these brokers did business With 
Lloyd's members. Sometimes these 
men could not be guaranteed— or one 
man might bo guaranteed on one 
policy, and not on another. This left 
the situation much the samo. as it was 
In this country or elsewhere, and 
made it just as safe to go to a small 
company us to Lloyd's. This was the 
situation up to January, 1010, when 
an act went into effect regulating the 
lire- insurance, and other -kinds of in- 
surance currlod by Lloyd's members. 

Mr. Ormsby took' a copy' of this act, 
which "was" put in as an exhibit, and 
rend clauses in point showing the rft- 
trictlons placed , on • Lloyd's members 
in respect of all non-m'arlno business.. 
This, Mr. Ormsby said that tho effect 
of this was to place Lloyd's on a bet- 
ter footing, and also to cut down gen- 
eral business becausc.it would n6ees- 
sltutc guaruntoua. • 1

To Mr. Bodwell Mr. Ormby slated 
that many of the non-guaranteed 
members of Lloyd's had been cutting 
rates. Asked about the practice of 
Lloyd s-respectlng leaders Mr. Ormsby 
said Lloyd's required board companies 
as a rule, but that there were tlm?s 
when wires are pulled, and Lloyd's 
often were very badly treated by un- 
scrupulous brokers. At the same 
time that was no argument against 
Lloyd's. It would be a Very bad thing 
for non-tariff, tariff and all compan- 
ies all over the world if Lloyds was 
put out of business. Lloyd's had to 
take someone's word, and while they 
acted in good faith they were often 
given "the double cross." Home com- 
panies -in England couldn't say hard 
enough things about Lloyd's in home 
business, but at the same time they 
turned over the greater part of their 
foreign business to Lloyds. Lloyds 
were the most prompt payers. Mr. 
Ormsby knew in straight losses, and 
in crooked losses they would follow a 
man anywhere. 

A Fire Marshal 

On the question of the appointment 
of a good fire marshal in this pro- 
vince, Mr. Ormsby declared that noth- 
ing better could be done. If a good 
able man could be appointed here Mr. 
Ormsby would bo willing to contri- 
bute to his expense 6n account of the 
good it would do him in his proportion 
of British Columbia business provided 
his firm were not forced to keep out 
of British Columbia. 

On the matter of arbiters of rates 
Mr. Ormsby could not see that it 
would be practicable to have any. 
Even If the government did fix a cer- 
tain rate in a certain instanco lower 
than the rate tho companies asked the 
government could nut force the com- 
panies to accept it. 

Illustrating a certain point Mr. 
Ormsby said he could sec very little 
difference between the effect of tho 
Toronto Plumbers' Association tho 
members of which were fined $1,000 
ouch for effecting a combine in re- 
straint of trade, and the effect of the 
board of fire underwriters. 

Given a certain Lloyd's policy to 
examine Mr. Ormsby looked over the 
signatures of tho syndicate, and pro- 
nounced them all good. He then ox- 
plained that where a single member 
of a syndicate failed, and was not 
guaranteed the policy holder was out 
only the amount of the one man's* 
share of the risk. Mr. Ormsby in- 
stanced two members of Lloyd's, who 
had failed during the year, and were 
guaranteed. These men wero on 
many of his firm s policies, yet thoy 
had not worried a moment about them 
because they were guaranteed. 

Explaining tho working of co-insur- 
anco clauses Mr Ormsby pointed out 
that where total loss occurred tho 
clause was absolutely inoperative. 

Mr. Ormsby said if the government 
would require a higher efficiency 
among men doing insurance work it 
would do more good for the general 
public than anything else. Too many 
people allowed themselves to be raked 
in for insurance by agents who had | 
failed. tit every other lino oC business j 
simply- because they wore cousins or i 
uncles or somothlng or other. 

Asked by Mr. Shallcross if hq 
thought Lloyd's should bo asked to ! 
put up a deposit in this provlnc'o Mr. 
Ormsby did not think it would do at 
nil beeousc Lloyd's was a group of 
unity and each writer would have- to 
bo asked to deposit. 

On the question of Willis Favor & 
Co., nnd tho Mount Royaj company, the 
standing, of which was questioned by 
Mr. Bodwell previously Mr. Ormsby 



replied to Mr, Shallcross to the effect 
that he would, not consider it suspicious 
if brokers formed a company to fiso 
as a leader in Lloyd's. 

Asked If the Nleholson-Langwortby 
risk in New York could be taken as 
an example to show that Lloyd's did 
not pay Its losses promptly Mr. Orms- 
by said that as a matter of fact this 
was a case where the agent was a 
fakir pure and simple. This man had 
faked up policies using Lloyd's name 
and using a list of signatures of men 
who were not members of Lloyd's at 
all. Naturally when timo come to col- 
lect on the loss Lloyd's repudiated the 
policy. 

Fairy Companies, 

Mr. Ormsby mentioned the name^s of 
two fairy companies this bunco agent 
had used in the east. At this point Mr. 
Bodwel lmadn a small sensation by 
stating that two companies of these 
names were now doing business in 
Prince Rupert. 

Mr. Ormsby repeated his statement 
that the government should take some 
steps to restrict agents from placing 
risks in wild-cat companies. This 
coulj be effected by asking the bro- 
kers to pay fees for licenses and then 
apply <iiu receipts to the expense of 
a fire marshal. If the insurance com- 
panies wero forced to pay an extra 
tax for this it would surely come out 
of tho Insurers In the end. 

Asked by Mr. Lennie if his opinion 
was that the agents themselves should i 
be regulated, rather than the compan- i 
ios, Mr. Ormsby said that was Avhat 
lie believed. 

In Illustrating the working of the ! 
indemnity exchanges Mr. Ormsby 
pointed out that in some cases this 
was good reliable Insurance. '.He gave ' 
one Instance where he had discovered \ 
that Timothy Eaton, of Toronto, stood 1 
In danger of being imprisoned for 
breaking the Canadian law because 
Mb name was placed on a Canadian j 
policy as an underwriter in direct con- ! 
traventlon ot tho Dominion act. 

Chairman Lennie then adjourned 1 
tho commission, to resume in Van- 
couver on Monday morning.

ault of public meetings such as tho 
present one was disappointing. Those 
present could congratulate themselves 
on the fact that they had right on 
their side. They were fighting for 
what had made the Empire great. 
With such a righteous cause behind 
them they could go on pressing until 
the dosired result was brought about, 
namely, to show tho Motherland that 
she had behind her, not New Zealand 
only and the other parte of the Co- 
lonial Empire, but Canada also, and 
that Canada was prepared to prove 
that in the matter of assisting the 
navy she was the premier overseas 
Dominion. 

Menace to Empire 

Tho peoplo of Canada, it had been 
said, were too busy with their Inter- 
nal affairs and development to bother 
about Empire matters. At heart he 
believed this was not the case. There 
had been within recent months, im- 
pressive speeches delivered by min- 
isters In tho old land, speeches by men 
belonging to tho Government and the 
Opposition, and thoy had all tended 
to show that the Empire was within 
tho shadow of a menace, which might 
bece.me a realization at any time. Tho 
peoplo throughout the- King's Domin- 
ions knew the heavy responsibilities 
which rested upon the Admiralty of 
Old England. If the Hansard of the 
Dominion House could be read, how 
.Vie time- at Ottawa nas now being 
occupied with naval questions, These 
were anxious times, and It behooved 
the people to be active and alert. They 
must nccept tho responsibilities of 
Citizens. In British Columbia he be- 
lieved that the people would glvo 
tangible evidence of their interest in 
naval matters by letting the rest of 
the people of Canada know what they 
were in favor of a direct contribution 
to the Imperial navy. 

Tho present was no tthe time to 
commence the construction of a Can- 
adian navy. The Empire might now 
be on the verge of trouble. The ques- 
tion should ho taken up In a practical 
way, just as it had been taken up by 
New Zealand. Canada was big enough, 
rich enough, to give to the Mother 
land sufficient money to build vessels 
which when complete could take their 
pinee In the first fighting line of any 
fleet In the world. She must also 
proceed with the building of her own 
navy. "With that navy dockyards 
would he necessary, both on the At- 
lantic and the Pacific. The question 
of a dockyard was one of Immediate 
necessity here. In this respect tho 
Premier quoted Lord Pirrle, head of 
the great shipbuilding firm of Hair- 
land and Wolff, who emphasized the 
growth and expansion of dockyard 
centres with the growth of the fleet. 

"We are big enough for the busi- 
ness of today," said Premier Mc- 
Bride In conclusion. "We are big 
enough not only to have a Canadian 
navy, hut also to give a direct contri- 
bution to the Mother Country for 
naval defence; and wo aro big 
enough to establish dockyards on both 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts of the 
Dominion." 

Unequal Contributions. 

H, Bell-Irving, president of tho 
Vancouver branch of the navy league, 
also spoke on the desirability of an 
immediate grant. The German men- 
ace was a very real one. If war broke 
out, defeat for Britain meant anni- 
hilation; then what would become of 
Canada? The Dominion had three 
courses open: Independence, annexa- 
tion to the United States, or to remain 
a portion of the British Empire, and, 
perhaps, to become the predominant 
partner in Imperial interests. To tile 
defence of the Empire the citizens of 
Canada ware contributing at present 
some CO jents a head. The citizens of 
Great Britain were contributing over 
%C> a head. He believed that the peo- 
ple Canada were better off than the 
people in tho Old Land. It was im- 
possible that the people hero should 
rest satisfied with this unequal uivia- 
ion, The statement made by the Pre- 
mier, the first responsible statement 
made from this part of the Dominion, 
would, he believed, have a big effect 
In other parts of Canada. There 
would be a great moral effect In tho 
different parts of the Empire present- 
ing an unbroken front to any possible 
enemy. From a business point of 
view, the cheapest thing that Canada 
could do was to contribute to tho 
British navy. An Immediate grant 
Should be made either In ships or 
money. 

W. H. Lnngley, another speaker, 
said chat tho members .,f the ssyy 
league had been described as ultra- 
loyalists. It wns not a question of 
loyalty, but one of duty. In the Cana- 
dian naval bill, now before parliament, 
tho league believed that the govern- 
ment was not carrying out the wishes 
of the people. He was a Liberal wdio 
considered country before parly poll- 
tics.

There 
was no mistaking tho attitude f the 
Wes.t on tho question of Imperial de- 
fence; and he believed that the day 
was not far distant when the destinies 
of the Dominion would he controlled 
from the West and the Middle West. 

Btfore the meeting concluded, tho 
night Rev. Bishop Perrln proposed a 
vote of thanks to tho speakers. His 
reason, ho stated, for being a member 
of tho navy league was because he be- 
lieved that "If you wish for peace, you 
must prepare for war." He recom- 
mended that Captain Wolloy should be 
sent on a tour through Canada to stir 
Up the people to a sense of their duty 
as ct'th'ons of the Empire. 

Tho resolution was seconded by J. 
PJerson and curried unanimously. 

Stirring naval songs were contrib- 
uted by Mrs. H. Brlggs, Mrs Moresby, 
J. G. Brown, E. Potch, H. Kent, and 
Mr. Griffiths, the choruses being sung 
by bluejackets arid joined in by tho 
audience at large. The proceedings 
enme to a sonclusion with the singing 
of God Save the King. ■

Government reports are not y.'ten 
Interesting to women. This i.s, how- 
ever, not the case with that presented 
to Dr. H. E. Young, Provincial Secre- 
tary, by t_'. E. Doherty, medical au- 
"porintenaerit of tho hospital for the 
insane. 

There are not many people in these 
days to whom It is not a matter ol" 
grave concern that the hospital where 
nervous diseases are treated should 
be well managed, To fee! that if bur 
dear ones should- at any tlrtio become 
afflicted with the saddest of all hu- 
man ill, there is an Institution in our 
own province to which they can be 
sent with a certainty of cure, if cure 
be possible, and with assurance that 
there is :io hope of recovery nothing 
which medical science has proved to 
bo beneficial will ba loft untried to 
help the sufferer, Is a comfort to 
every womaii in British Columbia. 

This the report or Dr. Doherty goes 
far to show i.s the ease in the Gov- 
ernment hospital for the Insane la 
Westminster. 

There, the old methods of repres- 
sion and punishment have been dis- 
carded and the patients are treated 
as sielc men and women whose wcl- 
-fure, physical and mental, is to be 
studied by every attendant in the hos- 
pital. The employee who shows tin: 
slightest inclination towards cruelty 
is promptly dismissed. A quotation 
from the report will show the attitude 
which the superintendent takes In this 
matter. He says: 

"No system for the care and treat- 
ment of the dependent Insane can he 
successfully administered which is not 
sustained in its ordinary operations 
by the highest order of human emo- 
tions. Tin/ happiness and welfare of 
the patients in the hospital depends 
greatly on the character and conduct 
of attendants." 

Dr. Doherty acknowledges the sup- 
port which he has received from the 
Provincial Secretary In his efforts to 
improve the hospital staff, so that all 
shall carry out his wise and humane 
policy. 

A very important reform has been 
the increase of night nurses, so that 
now it i.s seldom necessary to lock 
patients in their rooms at night. Con- 
cerning this the report says: "Deaths 
from exhaustion of maniacal patients 
used to be common; the morbidly sus- 
picious were greatly intimidated and 
in many instances were made miser- 
able from being locked in a room; the 
sick could not receive proper atten- 
tion, while the violent were not eon- 
trolled as they should have' been. 
Since the Inauguration of the In- 
creased night force, the first thing \ye 
did was to throw open nearly all in- 
side doors, and very satisfactory re- 
sults have followed." 

"A warm bath, a cold hath, a warm 
pack, a cold pack, or a glass of milk, 
are much better than restraint, hyp- 
notics and locked doors" is another 
sentence that shows how the patients 
arc treated. Great dependence Is 
placed on the use of baths of all kinds 
hut Dr. Doherty Is not yet satisfied 
with the apparatus and equipment of 
the hospital. On tills point ho writes: 
"It Is astonishing that even among 
some of the members of the medical 
profession, and I am sorry to say also 
among a few of the employees of the 
Institution, there are those who insist 
that all active treatment by expensive 
medicines, hydrotherapy, and labora- 
tories with expensive apparatus and 
equipment Is of no avail except to 
increase expense and make a show: 
that formerly, in the time of the old 
strait- jacket anil box-beu, patients 
recovered with none of these costly 
aids, its frequently as nearly as pos- 
sible, as they Jo now with them." 

It is safe to say that this opinion Is 
not entertained by the public of Brit- 
ish Columbia and that no money will 
be grudged which will make the old 
barbarous method unnecessary or that 
will help in the cure of patients. 

Although Dr. Doherty is not him- 
self satisfied with the proportion of 
cures effected, the record will be a 
surprise to many. There were, last 
year, 500 patients In the hospital. 
During the year 1!32 were received and 
150 were discharged. Of these. 71! 
had recovered. 46 bad improved, one 
was not iris.tiie and 31 had not been 
benefitted by their stay in the Institu- 
tion. Thus it would appear that near- 
ly a third of the patients admitted 
were cured and a fifth helped. The 
percentage of deaths was not large. 
The number was 38. 

During the winter the patients were 
amused with concei ts and dances, and 
in the summer they engage in outdoor 
games. These amusements are no less 
beneficial to them than to those who 
consider themselves of sound minds. 

The hospital was crowded last year, 
but with the completion of the new 
buildings at the farm there will be 
ample room. The benefits of the out- 
door life to patients suffering from 
incurable disease, but capable of 
physical exertion will be very great. 
Each patient's expenses were only 
• 'out fifteen and a half dollars :i 
month, which cannot lie considered 
unreasonable. The revenue was only 
a little more than a quarter of the ex- 
penditure of the institution, which 
amounted to $90,586.32. The Govern- 
ment spends no money which will be 
more willingly contributed that that 
which goes for the treatment and sup- 
port of those amongst us who are suf- 
fering from mental disease. 

Is the cost of living greatly In- 
creased by the dishonesty or those 
who sell food? Most of us will bu In- 
clined to answer very decidedly in 
the negative. W'e know that heavy 
penalties are attached to the practice 
of using light weights and thai a gov- 
ernment inspector takes care thai 
scales are rightly adjusted. Many 
housekeepers dislike exceedingly I o 
test the accuracy of groceries or meat 
received. That, there may be occasion- 
al carelessness they may suspect, but 
on the whole they believe they get 
what they pay fur. As tor our milk, 
we know that tho giving of short mea- 
sure Is very rare. 

in Toronto. Winnipeg, Chicago, nnd 
other cities the bakers have been 
taken to task, and it has been found 
that the loaves vary greatly in weight 
and that those who made them did 
not believe it was necessary to sell 
sixteen ounces for a pound. -Milk, sold 
in sealed bottles, was found not to he 
of even measurement, and, strange 10 



say, the glassbloiyers; whan culled Into 
cou'rti declared It was impossible to 
make bottles thut would hold just a 
quart. They did not explain just why 
the majority of bottles should Hold less 
than it quart, 

Housekeepers here suspect that a 
pound of creamery butter, especially of 
It comes from California, is a very 
variable quantity, In all these cases 
the remedy Is in the consumers' hands. 
Hut what ot' tho cunslderaolo propor- 
tion of food used in many households 
which comes in cans or packages? 
Does the consumer get what she pays 
for, or Is the weight regulated by tho 
manufacturer so us to give him an un- 
due advantage? Tills is a matter for 
housekeepers everywhere to inquire 
Into. There may ho an excuse for 
high prices. Bui tlrcre can be no good 
reason why the consumer should not 
yet the quantity or weight charged for. 

Alost of us are -very diffident as to 
our Judgment or what is or is not 
poetry. Wo have learned to love the 
selections in our schoolbooks and, If 
we were properly taught, the poems 
studied in lliorature classes. Yet when 
we hear that there are no longer any 
poets who write In English we are puz- 
zled. AVe know there are verses thut 
touch us appearing: In the magazines. 
Yet we may take comfort, for a critic, 
who, at least thinks lie knows, says 
that in the American magazines last 
year there were S2 poems which "pos- 
sess a quality of art and a value of. 
substance that oucjht to win them 
something more than an ephemeral ex- 
istence." This gentleman's name is 
Mr. William Stanley Braithwaite. After 
giving the names of the poems and 
the authors, he speaks of tho critics 
who belittle the w riters of today. He 
says: 

ley how, writing recently 
sli periodical, laments the 
English poet of the first 
the passing of Swinburne; 
explaining, at the same time, why It Is 
Impossible, because of the conditions 
of life arid unl'.-tSrsal education, for 
great poetry to lie written today. Yet 
Mr. Robert Urldgres, metaphorically 
speaking, is right under his nose at 
Oxford — too close under his nose for 
hi in to see how big he is, as Keats was 
too close under Gl fiord's nose for that 
tyrannic pigmy 1" see how big was the 
author of Endymlon, I don't see why 
we should demand, today that one or 
two lofty. Isolated figures should 
stand above all Others in poetic utter- 
ance to convince us that poetry is a 
vital ami beautiful reality in our com- 
mon existence; Tlie one-man domin- 
ance in any branch of human activity 
Is a thing of the past. Shakespeare 
ruled Elizabethan literature; .Milton 
the Puritan and Caroline pojods; 
Dryderi the Restoration; Pope the 
Queen Anne; but, so long, almost, as a 
hundred years ago, Who could say 
whether Wordsworth, Coleridge, Byron 
or Scott succeeded to the dictatorship 
of Johnson In Kngllsh letters? AVe still 
dispute whether Tennyson or Brown- 
ing, liossettl or Swinburne was the 
sceptre hearer of the Victorian epoch. 
Then why declare we are barren of 
poetry today because no figure elects 
to stand out from the many who are 
really doing i ncotn parable things?"

The proporty consists of six sections 
of coal lands and two sections of sur- 
face on which are located the outside 
works and miners' dwellings and Is in 
what is known us the Kernie coal meas- 
ures. The tunnel commences In the 
shales underlying die measures and 
crosscuts at '.'.0 per- cent off the strike. 



planned for a great coal production, the 
roads arc laid with 40-lb. st«el, the air 
motors for haulage are 10-ton each, and 
the mine is ventilated by n 20x7 Walker 
fan, running ordinarily as an exhaust | 
fan, but so fixed that, if necessary, It 
can be used as ablow fan. 

This fan is driven by a pair of 38x16- 
irich engines, connected up to (he fun by 
a rope drive, the steum for which is sup- 
plied by three 80-h.p. boilers. The fan 
is of steel and concrete construction and 
the engine house the same. The other j 
buildings at the mouth of the mine are 
a concrete lamp bouse and timekeeper's 
office, locomotive bouse for the compres- 
sed air locomotives and wasbhouso with 
baths anil lockers for use of the miners. 

The coal Is lowered to tho level of the 
tipple by a steam actuated incline, each 
track being Independent'. 

The mine cars, holding two tons each, 
are lowered in trips of twelve to twenty 
cars each. Tho haulage engines are a 
pair of 28xl8-lnch first motion engines 
with 8-foot drums, fitted with clutches 
and brakes, which, with the reversing 
goa.r and throttle, are all handled by 
steam, working through cataract cylind- 
ers. 

l-'rom the foot of the incline tho cars 
will be hauled to the tipple by compres- 
sed aii- locomotive, ami dumped Into the 
same over u cross-over dump, passing 
over slinking screens to remove the 
slacking screens to remove the slack for 
tho coke ovens, and over picking bands 
for the purposu of removing the refuse 
from the larger sized coal. Storage bins 
are provided to bold :!.C00 tons of coal. 
'dOO tons of rock, and 3.000 tons of slack 
for the coke ovens. The rock in the 
rock bin Is drawn out Into Iron sell- 
dumplng cars, and hauled to the refuse 
dump by a compressed air locomotive^ 
The slack from the slack bins Is loaded 
Into seven-ton lorries and hauled by a 
compressed air locomotive over to the 
coke ovens. 

There are 210 beehive coke ovens, 
twelvo feet in diameter and seven feet 
high, which will give an output of 3,000 
tons a day. Bolgian ovens with by- 
product recovery ami distilling plant, 
are In contemplation for the next evens 
required. 

The power bouse building of re-in- 
forced concrete with" steel floor joists 
•'••nd roof trusses, which roof trusses are 
covered with corrugated iron, contains 
four air compressors to furnish air at 
10O pounds lor the ruck drills, Inside 
hoist engines and other purposes around 
the plant; and two to furnish air at 
1.0 00 pounds for the five compressed 
ah- locomotives. The generators, for the 
purpose of lighting the town plant, arc 
driven by two 125-h.p: engines. All of 
these engines are fitted with cut-off 
valves, the purpose being to carry steam 
at 120 pounds pressure, cut off early, and 
use the steam expans! vely. The exhaust 
steam from all of these engines Is con- 
nected into two 20-foot pipe lines, one 
known as the atmosphere line, and the 
other as the beater line. By means of 
valves the steam from any or all the 
engines can be turned into either of 
these lines. When turned into the beat- 
er line, tho steam passes through a 1.- 
fiOO-h.p. Hoppe's ICxhaust Steam Heater, 
heating the holler feed water to L'OO de- 
grees J'ah. A ten-ton travelling crane 
litis been Installed for t lie convenient 
handling of the machinery. 

The IJoiler Mouse. — A boiler bouse, 
also of re-lnforced concrete, witli steel 
trussed roof, covered with corrugated 
iron, and cement floor, contains six 250- 
h.p. Babcock & YVtlcox boilers, with 
chain grate stokers, and appliances for 
the convenient handling of coal and 
ashes.

It is 
their desire to tulto this means of ex- 
tending thanks to the numerous big 
game hunters who have accorded their 
aid to the assembly of the exhibit. 
It wasn't possible for the authorities 
to obtain a thoroughly representative 
display at so short notice. Therefore 
it was necessary to request the co- 
operation of those disciples of the 
chase who have gathered together 
private samples of what the forests 
and' streams of British Columbia offer 
those fond of sport. Many of the 
specimens which have been forwarded 
to Kurope have been obtained from 
this source.

His Honor's Speech. 

Immediately afterwards His Honor 
took leave or" Parliament with the fol- 
lowing speech: 

Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of tho 

Legislative Assembly: 

In relieving you from tho arduous 
duties of the session, it a.ffords me 
pleasure to express my high apprecia- 
tion of the care and assiduity that 
have characterized your deliberations 
on tho many Important subjects sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 

Tho ratification of the agreements 
With the Canadian Northern and the 
Kettle River Valley Railways, assuring 
the early construction of these Imppr- 
iant lines of communication will, I feel 
assured, prove of immense importance 
In assisting tin; further development 
and prosperity of the province. 

The exceedingly satisfactory state of 
tho finances and the largely increased 
revenue have enabled you to decrease 
substantially the burden of taxation, 
and, at the same time, to make most 
generous appropriations to tho various 
portions of tho province for public 
works and the many necessities arising 
from tho gratifying growth of settle- 
ment and industries. 

Tho bill for the incorporation of the 
City of Prince Rupert is an evidence 
of the growing Importance of the nor- 
thern part of the province. 

The provision for the further oncoijr- 
agoment of Agriculture and tho vari- 
ous other measures which you have 
enacted will, I trust, add materially 
to the welfare of the people. 

I thank you for the very liberal sup- 
plies granted for tho public service. 

In taking leave of you, I desire to 
express my best wishes for your con- 
tinued welfare, and to hope that the 
fullest measure of success may attend 
your labors on behalf of your coun- 
try. 

Tho only incident of tho occasion 
apart from due formalities occurred 
upon the exit of Ills Honor, the mem- 
per for Esquimalt permitting tils un- 
challengable loyalty to outrun his 
memory of parliamentary formalities 
so that while the House waited the re- 
entry of Mr. Speaker and the Provin- 
cial Secretary's announcement to tho 
effect that it was Ills Honor's will and 
pleasure- that parliament should stand 
prorogued, Mr. Jardlne's voice rang 



out loud and clear in th« first strains 
of tho anthem so dear to loyal British 
hearts. 

Many of the members of course took 
up the song, and frantically the inter- 
ested Minister was obliged to almost 
shout; 

"Stop! Stop! Not yet!" 

And Mr. Jardlne "stopped," regrot- 
fully and confused. 

Hon. Dr. Young thereupon made his 
announcement, and the deferred flood 
of loyal melody re-echoed through tho 
halls so soon to be deserted. 

And the session was at an ond. 

Slaughtered Bills. 

Little time was wasted upon the In- 
nocents foredoomed to sacrifice at yes- 
terday morning's sitting, the first of 
these taken up being the amendment 
of the member for Nanalmo to extend 
the operation of the eight-hour law 
in smelters to mechanics therein em- 
ployed. This measure tho Premier 
felt Impelled to oppose, as likely to dis- 
courage the investment of capital in 
smelting enterprises. 

Tho vote was taken forthwith, tho 
member for Nanalmo finding his fol- 
lowing considerably larger than In any 
previous division of the eventful ses- 
sion. 

Lost by 20 to 11 was. the verdict 
recorded by tho Clerk of the House, 
tho "ayes" including the votes of 
Messrs. Hawthornthvvalte and Wil- 
liams, Jardlne, Ross, Schofield, Braden, 
Caven, Wright, Miller. Callanan and 
Shatford. 

No division was taken upon Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite's motion for second 
reading of ills bill to amend tho 
Meta'.lforous Mines Act — another pro- 
posed extentlon of the eight-hour day 
principle, referring to "glory holes" as 
in the same category a* shafts and 
tunnel workings. 

The Premier held that this was 
matter for arrangement between em- 
ployer and employed, and that tho In- 
terests of each were liable to preju- 
dice by any undue legislative Interfer- 
ence. 

Tho Workmen's Compensation Act 
amendment bill, also standing in tho 
name of Nanaimo's member was held 
by the First Minister as out of order, 
as originating with a private member, 
the revenues of the crown being in- 
directly affected. As consolation fur 
tho member for Nanalmo, the Premier 
at tho same time volunteered a promise 
that during the recess the government 
would look Into the matter proposed 
to be dealt with, giving the suggestlous 
of Ids friend from the coal city most 
serious consideration. 

Mr. Speaker did not regard tho 
special point raised by the Prime 
Minister as tenable, but had other con- 
stitutional objections to the bill, which 
vanished by being ruled out of order 
on these grounds. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite's bill to provido 
for thrice a year inspection by health 
officials of all mining, logging, railway 
and similar camps was voted down 
upon tlie statement being made by tho 
Provincial Secretary that remodelling 
tho Health Act was at the present 
time receiving governmental considera- 
tion, In which connection It was most 
probable that the provision advanced 
by Mr. Hawthornthwaltc would be In- 
corporated with the general law. 

The establishment of a general eight- 
hour working day in British Colum- 
bia was at the Premier's suggestion 
laid ovc-r for another year in order 
that the House might have the advan- 
tage of considering, in dealing with 
this question, the report and conclu- 
sions of the commission now making 



inquires. In similar mottot* in tho 
province of Nova Scotia. / 

Mr. Maogowan on Dower. 

Then came the, Interesting bill of 
Mr. Macgowan, respecting dower. 
Recognizing tho necessity of brevity, 
Vancouver's third member succinctly 
summarized his vlows upon the meas- 
ure which he recommended to the 
House wliilo urging Its incorporation 
in the statute book. Said ho: 

"The present, Mr. Speaker, has been 
a most important session. We have 
.heard from the Premier about his 
special railway policy and the grand 
development that is certain to follow 
Ita inauguration, a most auspicious 
pronouncement for British Columbia. 
We have heard from the Minister of 
Finance, in his Budget speech, of the 
splendid position of the country, fin- 
ancial and otherwise. There has been 
a variety of other important legisla- 
tion to which I might refer, but at 
this late hour perhaps such reference 
would be superlative and oven out of 
place. I simply note these in passing 
because I have not wearied the House 
In commenting upon any of these 
measures In their passage Now con- 
necting these matters of legislation 
with tho Dower bill, I think this may 
be regarded as a most appropriate 
time for the Introduction and passage 
of the same, as a step in the right di- 
rection, looking toward progress in 
legislation and demonstration of Brit- 
ish Columbia's breadth of mind and 
sense of Justice. AV'liy should we not 
have such a bill as this upon our 
stutute book, making fair provision 
for our wives, our mothers and our 
sisters? Woman's rights, as you well 
know, through all the civilized ages 
Iiave properly been acknowledged. 
Tile right of Dower was, indeed, es- 
tablished by Magna Charta, and fol- 
lowed up by the statutes of many 
different countries, affirming and add- 
ing to what Magna Charta had ac- 
corded. What is called the existing 
Dower Act of British Columbia cur- 
tails — or in fact does away with — all 
tho benentu conferred In tills regard 
by Magna Charta. These primal 
rights of dower are practically taken 
away by sections five to eleven of 
our act — all the rights of women in 
their husband's property. Under tho 
existing act of this province tho only 
legal Interest that a wife has in her 
husband's property is after ills death, 
provided that he had not already en- 
cumbered it or given it away. And It 
Is quite clear that ho can do either 
up to tho moment of his death. It has 
been argued that a dower bill such as 
I am now Introducing would Interfere 
with tho ready transfer of real estate 
in this province, as a wife's signature 
•would necessarily he required to all 
transfers. I may say that this 'oil! 
contain?, a clause that very effectually 
meets this objection, giving as it does 
the right of a wife to give a power- 
of-attorney to her husband. If he is 
a good husband ho will experience no 
difficulty in procuring this power-of- 
attorney. If he Is a bad husband he 
does not deserve It. It has also been 
suggested that this bill, If made law, 
would Interfere with the payment to 
the Government of succession duties, 
and that (as thus interfering with the 
revenues of the Crown) It is beyond 
tlie province of a private member to 
Initiate such legislation. In reply to 
this I might say that this bill would 
possibly necessitate some few, and 
very few,- amendments to the Land 



Registry act. If found necessary tho 
succession duties part of tho matter 
could very easily lie arranged by 
making the dower of a married wo- 
man liable for tho succession duties 
that are chargeable to bequests to lr- 
revalents, which aro very small. Trif- 
ling amendments to tile Land Act and 
tho Succession Duties Act would fully 
and completely cover this objection. 
I cannot realize for a moment that 
any member of this '.House would vole 
against this reasonable and necessary 
bill. As I have repeatedly spoken on 
this subject at other times, 1 need not 
cover tlie familiar ground with any 
'.particularity at tills late hour of the 
session. I move the recoiid reading of 
the bill. 

"I move the adjournment of the de- 
bate," said Mr. Miller, rising amid the 
laughter of the House. 

And thus tho coup do grace was 
given the Married Woman's Dower 
bill of the third member for Vancou- 
ver. 

More Innocents 

Mr. Ross' bill providing for a bi- 
weekly pay-day in certain industries 
was opposed by the Fremier on the 
ground that such legislation had In 
experience proven the reverse of sat- 
isfactory, while in any event the Gov- 
ernment could not accept a measure 
dealing with only one section of the 
industrial community — the operation 
I of the hill being specifically limited to 
employers of labor having a monthly 
pay roll of not less than $50,000. 

Tlie motion for second reading went 
to a division, Mr. Boss obtaining the 
support of Messrs. Shatford, Wright, 
McGuIre, Schofield, Tisdail, Brewster; 
Jardlne, Hawthornthwalte, and Wil- 
liams. 

The Shops' Half-Holiday bill of Mr, 
Hawlhornthwalto, as well as an 
amendment by the same member to 
extend the provisions of tho legisla- 
tion Identified With tlie settlement of 
tlie Settlers' Rights' question within 
tlie E. & N. railway belt to those who 
had not applied for grants within the 
prescribed period, were defeated. 

Several minor and technical altera- 
tions to tho hill in tills regard were 
accepted by the House prior to the 
final passage of the legislation In 
question. ^ 

Third reading of tho several re- 
maining items of Government and 
private legislation on tlie order paper 
completed the legislative labors of the 
session, and the House rose at 1:30 
o'clock, to sit again at 3:30 for formal 
prorogation. 

Tho members last evening were 
guests at a farewell ministerial dinner 
given in the parliamentary dining 
room, '- »■> 
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appropriate one as it would not be cen- 
tral enough. 

In the matter of tho Songhccs re- 
serve problem the delegation inter- 
viewed tlie Hon. F. Oliver and Mr. Ped- 
loy. I The minister quite appreciated the 
difficulties under .which Victoria wn- 
laboring in this matter and said that 
tlie government would lend its assist- 
ance to any reasonable scheme put for- 
ward for tho settlement of the ques- 
tion. Ho further stated that tlie mat- 



ter was now undefr consideration. 

In tho course o/f their visit tho dolo- 
gates had on Interview with Sir Wil- 
frid Laurlcr. They Informed him that 
tho board of trade supported his naval 
bill' now boforo' tho house of commons. 
Sir Wilfrid stated that tho naval bill 
Included tho establishment of dock- 
yards and a fleet at Esquimalt. Ho 
further said that he intended visiting 
British ColumlAa during the coming 
smnmorl / 

The delegation wont to Montreal to 
interview Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
with whom tho question of a now opera 
house for Victoria was again taken 
up. A further donation of $10,000 was 
requested, it being pointed out that the 
scheme had not met with the public 
support in this city which was antici- 
pated. Sir Thomas asked tho delegates 
to communicate with lilm again on tho 
matter. In connection • with the opera 
liouso scheme W. Wainwrlght of the 
G. T. P. was also Interviewed nnd ho 
had promised to Indorse tho request 
for an additional grant from his com- 
pany. 

G. T. P. and Island. 

In discussing railway plana with tho 
second-vice-president of the G. T. P., 
he stated that tho company had decided 
to establish its transcontinental rail- 
way connections with Vancouver Island 
arid that operations to this end would 
bo commenced next year. A ferry 
would bo run by way of Bute Inlet. 

The delegation alBO went to Toronto 
whore W. Mackenzie, president of tho 
Canadian Northern, was interviewed. 
His company was asked to donate a 
further ?10,000 towards the scheme for 
providing Victoria with an opera house. 
Mr. Mackenzie stated that he realized 
that the city needed n. now theatre but 
that his company was not in that busi- 
ness. 

Tho matter of wharfage accommoda- 
toin at .Stewart City was also taken up 
with the Dominion government. Tho 
fact that tho Canadian Northern was 
about to build a lino in that district 
was quoted an an inducement for Fed- 
eral expenditure. The ministers 
pointed out that if the Canadian North- 
ern would build a dock, tho government 
would undertake to build a lino of tele- 
graph from Port Simpson to Stewart 
City. 

Throughout their trip tho delegates 
wore warmly received everywhere, and 
Mr. Loiser, stated that in all their in- 
terviews they had upheld tho dignity 
of the city of Victoria. 

Mr. Klngham, tho other delegate, fol 
lowed with a brief address. He Bald 
that In tho matter of harbor improve- 
ments tho government had at first 
thought that tho demand for two Lob- 
nitz dredges was too much. The dele- 
gates pointed out, however, that those 
dredges would bo useful for years to 
come. G. A. Keefer, the Dominion pub- 
lic works engineer in Victoria, who had 
accompanied tho delegation, had pre- 
sented to the government a report on 
the Sorby scheme for providing an al- 
ternative waterway through the outer 
harbor, and the ministers at once real- 
ized that if this were carried out ivor!( 
would he provided for the additional 
dredges for a number of years. 

On motion of D. R. Ker, seconded by 
L. A. Gcnge, the report was adopted 
unanimously. 

On motion of C. H. Lugrin, seconded 
by F. A. Pauline, the thanks of tho 
board was tendered to the delegates 
for their work in tho east.

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Hon, Robert P, Porter of the 
London Times Impressed 
With the Progress. of Can- 
ada — He Likes Victoria 



Bound to Japnn with the object of 
getting out a special Japanese num- 
ber of the London Times, Hon. Rob- 
ert P. Porter of the staff of that paper, 
a noted writer and authority upon 
economic subjects arrived In the city 
last evening accompanied by Mrs. Por- 
ter. Hero ho joined Captain Bellalra 
who has charge of the propagando 
in connection with the same edition. 
Today they sail on the Empress of 
China for the East. 

"Canada, soberly prosperous as com- 
pared with the Unitea States which 
Is hysterically prosperous" Mr. Porter 
sized up the national situation as it 
appears to him. He ventured the 
prophecy that the present year would 
bo one of the greatest advances In tho 
history of the Dominion. Britain is 
recovering from the depression existing 
recently and despite the unsettling ef- 
fect of tho election and the delayed 
budget, industrially Is In a much 
healthier state. 

With Victoria Mr. Porter was ex- 
ceedingly charmed. He had as fellow 
passenger across the continent Mo. 
Simon Lelser, president of tho local 
board or" trade. That gentleman so 
persistently hymned the praises of hts 
homo city that Mj& Porter was pre- 
pared to find thi.feplcture overdrawn 
hut was agrooablsii' surprised to find 
that the half had not been told. At 
present ho Is living in Oxford but 
so charmed are both ho and Mrs. 
Porter with what they have heard of 
"Victoria that they are almost ready 
to give over "breathing the last en- 
chantment of tho Middle Ages" for a 
habitat In this city. 

He saw signs of tho prosperity of 
tho city In the advertising columns of 
tho Colonist before ho ever arrived 
here. In comn.on with "Winnipeg and 
Vancouver he noticed that there seem- 
ed to bo several positions hunting the 
one man instead of several men seek- 
ing the one position. This reflected the 
state of trade, he thought, fairly ac- 
curately. The real estate activity in 
Vancouver Impressed him greatly. Tho 
only persons who did not seem to be 
making "turns" were the Japanese bell- 
boys. They were too busy learning 
English. 

Victoria's future seemed to him ex- 
ceedingly rosy. With the resources of 
tho Island and the Immensely rich 
country tributary to it. its progress 
• was assured as well as from its com- 
manding geographical position. 

Winnipeg to which the present was 
his first visit, had also impressed him 
greatly. He compared It with Buenos 
Ayres, Like that city which is situ- 
ated in the heart of the Argentine 
with four provinces tributary to it, 
raising cattle and agricultural pro- 
ducts, "Winnipeg is the outlet and 



centre for tho groat pralrlo country. 
Ho believed that in fifteen or twenty 
years the prairie capital would have 
a population of 500,000. 

South America. 
Mr. Porter's reference to tho Argen- 
tlne arises from the fact that ho has 
recently been visiting South America 
in connection with a spoclal number of 
tho London Times along lines similar 
to thoso projected for the Japanese 
edition. The future of tho countries 
of South America is a grand one. Just 
awakening to the realization of their 
potentialities, Brazil, the Argentine and 
tho other countries offer a natural out- 
lot for tho surplus Latin populations of 
Europe. Tho civilization, methods of 
government, language and manners arc 
essentially Latin and for that reason 
immigration to South America will 
never bo great from the northern 
countries of Europe including Great 
Britain. Such would bo undesirable 
from the standpoint of the emigrant. 
For this reason too the futile of 
South America holds little or so men- 
ace for the larger continent to tho 
north. 

In April of tho .present year trains 
will run through tho Amies from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and during tho 
next ten years the fifty thousand miles 
of railways In the southern continent 
will be so augmented that there will be 
four transcontinental roads In opera- 
tion. 

Tho government -control of Immigra- 
tion In the Argentine is most excellent 
In so far iia it goes and superior to tho 
system In Canada and the United 
States. Tho Immigrant is cared for 
in government-owneu hotels upon his 
arrival. He is found work and is con- 
veyed to the town or centre where that 
work is. Last year Immigrants were 
conveyed to 1,100 towns In this way. 
Unfortunately the supervision by tho 
federal government ends there and the 
now arrival falls a prey to the swarms 
of petty and rapacious official;! which 
batten on him. He can find 'work but 
he does not become a settlor. He rare- 
ly owns land of his own for there are 
few small holdings. The Argentine 
landowner counts his possessions In 
leagues not acres. 

But the resources of South America 
have not been scratched. Brazil has 
an area as great as that of tho United 
States and of the German Empire 
rolled Into one. It Is rich In coal and 
minerals of all kinds und vegetation 
grows luxuriantly. 

■When Mr. Porter left England, nn 
election was expected about next No- 
vember but owing to the recent de- 
velopments, he believes that it will 
come earlier. Of tariff reform, of the 
Lords' veto question, he did not care 
to talk. 

Old Age Pensions. 

He thought that a mistake had been 
mado in tho manner In which the old 
age pensions had been provided. Had 
a method similar to that in vogue In 
Germany been adopted, mere would not 
be the same objections. In Germany 
the beneficiary contributes a third, tho 
employer a third and the state a third 
out of general revenue. Tho pauper- 
izing effect of the pension was an ob- 
jection and the manner In which the 
pension question had rolled on and on 
In the United States gave an Indica- 
tion of the extent to which the evil 
might develop In the older country. It 
was a severe drain upon the taxpayer. . 

No party was strong enough to 
abolish It or to materially alter It. The 
beneficiary under the pension act re- 
tains his vote and is a power In the 
land politically and will be a greater 
one. 



Mr. Porter could not abstain ifrom 
returning to the sufbject of Victoria. 
"That view before ent«rlng tho harbor, 
of tho high banks crowned by hand- 
some residences, reminds mo of tho 
banks of tho Thames Just before reach- 
ing Henley. It Is a delightful scene. 
With your balmy airs and the charm 
of scenery which you possess, I can 
readily recognize tho aptitude of de- 
scribing Victoria as the "Riviera of 
Canada." 



RESERVOIR FAULTS 



Alderman Bannerman to' Urge 
for Investigation Into the 
Defects of Big Receptacle — 
Evidence on Oath 



A thorough investigation into tho rea- 
sons for tho existing defects in the 
Smith's Hill reservoir, the whys and 
wherefores of the failure of the work to 
meet requirements and la fact tho fullest 
probing into all matters relating to the 
construction of the big receptacle will 
be the suggestion made by Alderman 
Bannerman at an early meeting of the 
city council. Much has been hoard al- 
ready of the defects In tho reservoir and 
many explanations of the reasons for 
the defects have been made so far no- 
thing definite has been forthcoming. 
Alderman Bannerman' wants facts stated 
on oath, and, incidentally, if the facts 
are conclusive, some scalps. 

"Within the past day or two several 
aldermen have been making short jaunts 
to the reservoir. Last Saturday the 
water was let out and an Inspection of 
the floor has been made by a number 
of the civic fathers, all of whom tier 
clare that the present condition of the 
reservoir is far worse than they had 
ever been led to expect. In company 
with Acting Engineer Bryson tho alder- 
men went over the floor. In some 
places a pick could be driven through 
the floor, clear up to the handle and 
that without any great display of force. 
In fact in some portions the cement 
flooring, which the specifications re- 
quire shall be live Inches In thickness, 
was less than half an Inch thick and 
beneath was merely sand and dirt 
which may at one time have been a 
species of concreto but which now can 
be scooped out by the handful. 

Whllo none of tho aldermen feel war- 
ranted in giving an opinion as to tho 
cause of the structural defect they are 
unanimous in declaring that defects, 
far more serious than they or the pub- 
lic have been led to expect exist, that 
either tho mnterlal called for was nover 
put In the work or whnt was put in 
was either worthless or handled in such 
a careless manner as to bo practically 
wasted. 

Agree With Alderman Hnmber. 

All last year Alderman Humbcr, 
whose pet themo was reservoir defects, 
kept hammering away at tho council 
for an Investigation. He declared that 
it would cost $10,000 to repair the 



reservoir and ho was laughed at. Now 
it would nppear from the remarks of 
some of tile other aldermen that they 
too are of the same mind with tho 
Ward Two representative. 

At next Monday night's meeting of 
tho council Acting Engineer Bryson 
will submit a report on the reservoir 
and an estimate of cost of repairing It. 
His report, It Is understood, recom- 
mends spending $10,000 ' on the work 
but that amount is, to judge from 
statements mado by tho nldermon, Just 
a starter. The council, in tho esti- 
mates for tho present year, has set 
aside tho sum of $30,000 for that pur- 
pose. 

Yesterday tho reservoir, which had 
been emptied, was filled to n small ox- 
tent. Just why this was dono Is not 
stated but evidently a recurrence of 
those "sun cracks" about which so 
much was said last year. Is feared. 
Acting Engineer Bryson's suggested 
remedy Is the use of asphaltum and 
burlap laid In layers, but whotber this 
treatment will suffice for tho ndequnte 
repair of conditions which "nave turned 
out worso than expected is a question. 

If tho Investigation for which Alder- 
man Rnnnerman Is urging takes place 
It will In all likelihood cast an inter- 
esting sidelight on the troubles which 
Engineer Kempko hinted took place 
during his reglmo as engineer when tho 
question of authority of the engineer 
caused difficulty between tho foreman 
and himself. 



NOT SUFFICIENT 

INTEREST IN SHOW 



'Continued from Page One) 
hardly compete with the Terminal 
City. Victoria had made little re- 
sponse in the past to the Interest 
shown by Vancouvorltea In the local 
show. The best plan would be to drop 
tho horse show feature at. the fair and 
supplement with open air events, such 
as hurdle races, jumping exhibitions, 
etc. But if the Victoria horsemen 
would show the required amount of 
Interest there was no reason why a 
show held after the Vancouver date 
would not prove a success, when en- 
tries could be had from many cities. 
Mr. Spencer stated that he would con- 
fer with other members of the Van- 
couver Horse Show association and 
any suggestions which horsemen 
there could offer he would forward to 
the secretary of tho Victoria show. A 
small committee composed of Dr. Tol- 
mie, David Spencer, Jr., George Sang- 
ster and Harry Ross was appointed to 
work up interest In the Vancouver 
show and secure the attendance of as 
many local exhibitors as possible so 
that Vancouver would reciprocate In 
the fall by sending down entries for 
the open air meet. 

Mrs. Richards, president of the Wo- 
men's Auxiliary of the Agricultural as- 
sociation, submitted a financial state- 
ment of the year's operations of the 
women's building. Receipts amounted 
to $2,38.1.80 and expenditures $1,21)5.55, 
leaving a balance on hand of $1,128.25. 
The assets, in the shape of furniture, 
etc., are valued at $500.70. Mrs. 
Richards. In submitting the report, 
stated that It was, unfortunate that 
the amount handed In was not larger, 
but a number of unfortunate happen- 
ings before the fair took place caused 
many of the societies to withdraw 
their promised aid. Had the auxiliary 
been able to carry on all tho conces- 



sions obtained It would havo t*eon able 
to pay a very considerable amount of 
tho contract price and procure fur- 
nishings sufficient to moet the re- 
quirements at fair time. 

Mrs. Richards suggested that as the 
building would do quite well for the 
present year something should be dono 
towards improving the grounds In 
front of the buildings. Tho women 
would be willing to look after this, 
und devote what funds were derived 
from tho women's building towards 
this purpose. 

This suggestion raised the question 
of the liability of the ladies to pay 
off the debt incurred on tho building, u 
debt which has been met by the city. 
It was pointed out by Alderman Ban- 
nerman that the ladies agreed to meet 
the expense of the building, but Mrs. 
Richards stated that while the ladles 
felt morally bound to do so the mayor 
had stated to Mr. Smart that as tho 
amount was a deficit tho city must 
meet It. Whether the mayor meant 
that the ladles had been relieved of the 
deficit or had still to work It off, Mrs. 
Richard said she was hot certain. 

Dr. Tolmle stated that It was his 
impression that the association as- 
sumed tho burden of expense in erect- 
ing the building on the understanding 
that the ladies would assist in raising 
th funds wherewith to meet all obli- 
gations, and Aid. McKeown stated 
that doubtless the city was willing 
that the debt bo declared off as that 
appeared about the only way out of 
tho difficulty. The suggestion of Mrs. 
Richards that the ladles be permitted 
to devete whatever funds they ralso 
towards Improving the grounds was 
referred to the executive of tho asso- 
ciation 

Educational Featuroa 

Dr. Tolmle, In making suggestions 
as to the forthcoming show, urged 
that in view of the extensive grants 
mado towards tho event the educa- 
tional features should be Improved. 
There is no agricultural college in 
British Columbia, ami arrangements 
should be made to have the judges 
Officiating at the fair lecture on topics 
appropriate to farmers. This would 
show the government that the asso- 
ciation Is enleavoring to give value for 
the money obtained. Every effort 
must be made to make this year's 
show a financial success, and to that 
end every one must take an interest 
in tho show. The membership must 
be largely augmented. Last year 
there wore some persons strongly 
against book making, and this year 
there will be no betting. Thereforo 
tho association will not he able to 
hang up large purses. Those indi- 
viduals who did their utmost to tear 
down last year must now come for- 
ward and do their best to build up 
In the. place of professional horse 
races would be put other racing 
events, riding classes, jumping events, 
athletic meets, etc., and other associa- 
tions such as the Development leagues 
should bo urged to give prizes for 
various agricultural and cattle classes, 
fruit exhibits, . etc., tho Idea being to 
make the show truly provincial in 
character.

The various committees struck 
as above will report at a meeting to 
bo hold next Thursday evening at the. 
same hour and place.

The steamer Maltal of the Can- 
adian-Australian line, reached port 
last night from Sydney via Brisbane, 
Suva and Honolulu in command of 
Capt. Phillips, formerly of the Aorangi 
and with the majority of the crew of 
the Aorangi on board. The chief of- 
ficer, G. S. Deorly was one of the offi- 
cers of the steamer Morning, the re- 
lief vessel sent to the Antarctic after 
the expedition of Capt. Scott in the 
Discovery and before joining the 
Maital he was in the Union Company's 
steamer AVnikare, the excursion liner 
which struck a rock in Dusky sound, 
New Zealand and foundered. He has 
some interesting stories to tell of his 
polar work, and also of the wreck and 
rescue of passengers in ■which he re- 
cently participated. The ' • passengers 
of the Malta! included a number of 
Vancouver people, who have been 
holidaying i:i Hawaii, including \V. O. 
Miller, Mrs. and Miss Miller and Mr. 
and Mrs. Busteed, of the C. P. P., Mrs. 
(Capt.) J. S. Gibson and daughter and 
others. 

News was brought by the Maital 
that the steamer Manuka is to replace 
her on the return to Australia, and 
the service -will then be maintained 
by the steamers Makura, Mararnaand 
Manuka. Advices were also brought 
by the Maitai that provisionally to 
calling for tenders for a new mail ser- 
vice between Canada and Australia 
the' postmaster-general of Australia 
has extended the contract with the 
Union Steamship Company one year 
from July 31. Under the existing con- 
tract the subsidy is £00.000, of which 
Canada pays £37,000, Australia £20,- 
020, and Fiji the balance. Keccntly 
negotiations were opened with the 
Canadian government as to the ad- 
visability of a more modern service 
for a definite term of years, and In 
order that better steamers may bo 
provided, security of subsidy given to 
the contractors, and an improved 
cargo service and passenger accom- 
modation ensured. The Canadian 
government is agreeable to tenders 
being Invited, but It does not bind 
Itself to any- particular amount. The 
New Zealand government has sug- 
gested that Auckland should be made 
a port of call for the proposed new 
service. This, however, clashes with 
Brisbane interests. To call at both 
Brisbane and Auckland wiii substanti- 
ally lengthen the voyage. No agree- 
ment as regards Xew Zealand has 
been reached. Meantime the present 
contract will bo extended for a year. 
Tenders will, however, bo called for 
the proposed new service along the 
present route, via Brisbane and Fiji 
for the three years or five years. The 
contractor will be left to specify any 
other route, and fleclarc what tho 
extra of the reduced subsidy will be. 
Strike Continues. 

News was brought by the Maltal 
that the coal strike which has pre- 
vailed for four months woe still cr. 
and the steamer had to coal at Suva, 
this causing delay. Five of the strike 
leaders had been sentenced to impris- 
onment for twelve months. Fleets of 
steamers were still tied up, and coal 
was being brought in from Japan and 
Bengal, the government purchasing a 
number of cargoes on its own account. 

News was brought of the wreck of 
the Norwegian Iron bark Inaces near 
Atua, in the Solomons, where she was 
loading copra. The vessel drove on a 
reef and while the crew were attempt- 
ing salvage operations a lamp explod- 
ed and set the bark on lire. The chief 
ortlcer and three natives were badly 
burned, The. Inflammable cargo caus- 
ed tho lire to spread with rapidity 
and tile vessel was totally destroyed. 
The crew were rescued by the island 
steamer Tefua and taken to Sydney. 

The British ship Lord Shaftsbury, 
-veil known here, had a narrow es- 
cape from going on Middleton reef, 
when on her way from Taltal to Syd- 
tiO}?. The wreck of the bark Anna- 
seaa seen on the reef saved the vessel 
iiom a similar fate. 

News was brought by the Maital 
that Boer Unholz and Johnny Sum- 
mers fought twentv rounds to a draw 
lit Sydney after a hard fight. Bill 
Squires was referee.

The Pacific Coast Company has 
bought the old bark Electra from the 
Alaska Packers Company, and will 
convert her into a barge. 

Dunsyre Bought 

The sale of tho British ship Dunsyre, 
not the Drummulr. as reported yes- 
terday, to Escher & Minor, has been 
completed at San Francisco. The ves- 
sel, which is seeking a lumber charter 
to Australia and coal back, is to be 
registered at Victoria. 

Gives Eureka Service 

It is reported on good authority that 
the Pacific Coast Company will short- 
ly place the steamer State of Cali- 
fornia on the San Francisco and 
Eureka run. The State ha been laid 
up here since her last trip to the 
Sound, and is now- being overhauled 
preparatory for the new run. 

Notice to Mariners 

A combined gas and bell buoy lias 
been established off Oyster Bay, near 
Capo Mudge. The buoy bears from 
Capo Mudge lighthouse S.E., distant 4 
miles and eight cables. The light is 
nn occulting white light, and the buoy 
is painted black and white in vertical 
stripes, and moored in 14 fathoms of 
water. 



Koan Maru Coming

May Bring Sugar. 

There is a probability that the 
steamer Clan MacFarlane will return to 
Vancouver with a cargo of sugar from 
.Mauritius. At present she is homeward 
bound from Australia and Cayzer, Ir- 
vine and company of Glasgow, owners 
of the Clan lino, announce that, the 
Clan MacFarlane will be placed on 
berth at Newport, Glasgow and Birk- 
enhead to load general cargo for Natal, 
Dologoa Bay and Mauritius. The Clan 
MaqFarlane closes at Birkenhead on 
April 7, and after discharging at 
Mauritius is more than likely she will 
load sugar there as she did on her 
previous voyage. On that trip she 
followed the same route to Mauritius, 
loaded sugar there and arrived at 
Vancouver of Friday March 2G, 1909, 
after a terrible passage from Mojl, 
where alio coaled. All her boats were 
smashed and a Lascar seaman was 
washed overboard. She made a stay of 
three weeks here, sailing on April 20 
for Portland where she loaded lumber 
for Shanghai. At present the sugar re- 
finery here has the little bark Bank- 
fields on passage from Suva, with 1,350 
tons of sugar, and has fixed the new 
steamer Baron Ogllvy to load sugar at 
Java. i 



Second of Two Lines Built at 
Newcastle for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Company in 
the Water 



The steamer Prince George, second 
of the three funnelled liners built by 
Swan Hunter ,& Wlgham Richardson 
at Newcastle-on-Tyno for the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway company was 
launched yesterday at the yards of 
the Newcastle firm, the steamer being 
Christened &k she slid from tin' ways 
by Miss Louise Hays, daughter of 
President Hays who was among those 
present at the ceremony. The Prince 
George is a sister vessel of the Prince 
Rupert launched in December for the 
Britsh Columbia coastwise trade. R. L. 
Newman. M. R, of Victoria, B. C. 
superintended the construction of both 
vessels. Tho Prince Rupert is Hearing 
completion and is expected to start 
from Newcastle for Victoria, next 
month, while the Prince George is ex- 
pected to leave two months later. 

The Prince George, like her sister 
Vessel, is modelled to a considerable 
extent after the Princess Victoria built 
lor the C.P.R. by the same yard, and 
lias straight stem and cruiser stern, 
differing la this respect from the Prin- 
cess Victoria. She has two pole masts 
and three funnels, the centre one bear- 
ing a panel with the. flag device of tho 
company, a maple leaf in a circle trav- 
ersed by a band, bearing tho initials 
G.T.P. The rounded cruiser stern 
lias been adopted with an Idea of giv- 
ing tho best lines to obtain high speed. 
On service it is expected that 17 oi- 
ls knots an hour will be attained and 
19 knots an hour is anticipated on tho 
trial run. 

The prnclpal dimensions of the 
Prince George are: Length 320 feet; 
beam, 42.2 feet; depth, IS feet to tho 
main deck. The vessel was built to the 
highest class under tho British Cor- 
poration survey and also in compliance 
witli the Board of Trade regulations 
for passenger steamers. The gross 
tonnage of tho vessel is 2850 tons. The 
ongines and boilers were constructed, 
with Howden'a forced draught, by tho 
Wallsend Slipway and Engineering 
company. The engines consist of two 
sets of triple expansion engines bal- 
ancing on the Yarrow Schlick and 
Tweedy system, similar to the machin- 
ery of the Princess Victoria. This 
system of balancing engines without 
weights was elaborated a good many 
years ago chiefly by the firm of Wig- 
harn Richardson & Co., who held and 
improved the patents, which wero 
taken up by practically every marine 
engineer builder of note in the United 
Kingdom, and also .'by .many on the 
continent. 

Passenger Accommodation. 

On the shelter and shade deck's of 
the Prince George there is accommo- 
dation In staterooms witli two berths 
in each for about 220 first class pas- 
sengers. There will also bo a few sets 
of staterooms in suite, placed on the 
Shelted dock amidships. Second class 
pessengers will bo carried on the main 
deck forward. When occasion arises 
about 1,500 excursionists can bo taken 
on board. Two spacious corrldoys run 
lore and aft one on each side of the 
engino casing and the saloon aft Is 
lighted by several domes in a long 
roof, when also has a clerestory. This 
design, besides furnishing plenty of 
light and ventilation, will give a lofty 
appearance to the interior. The din- 
ing saloon on the main deck is placed 
at the extreme aft end of the vessel. 
The rounded shape of tho cruiser stern 
makes an extremely handsome room, 
which will he furnished and panelled In 
ouk. Instead of having large tables 
there will bo a number of small ones 
many placed in bays. Immediately 
forward of the dining saloons are tho 
steward's pantries and the kitchens. 

At the after end of the shade deck 
will be a handsome smokeroom for first 
class passengers panelled in fumed 
oak. The second class smokeroom is 
placed at the forward of the shelter 
deck. There will be special accommo- 
dation for ladies In the shape of a 
music room, daintily furnished in light 
colors and painted "with white enamel.' 
Tho main staircase will be a notable 
feature, tho walls bong panelled in 
White enamel and the balustrades of 
heavy wrought iron elegantly design- 
ed. Tho promenade on tho shade and 
boat decks will be spacious. On the 
shade dock forward of the funnels is 
the observation room, panelled in 
maple and sycamore. This room will 
bo specially lofty and well lighted by 
very large, square windows, allowing 
passengers to have an uninterrupted 
view of the scenery en route. The 
cabins In all the deckhouses will have 
wide rectangular sliding windows pro- 
vided with jaloule screens. 

The Prince George will he provided 
with wireless tolepraphlc apparatus, 
refrigerating machinery for ship's 
stores and dairy produce, electric light 
and steam heating throughout. The 
rudder Is of the balance type wholly 
below the water line and will bo actu- 
ated by a telemoter steering gear.

A model of the steamer Princess 
Victoria, cut with a pocket knife, with 
every detail, oven to the steering gear, 
lias been placed on exhibition at the 
C. P. 11. ticket office. It Is the work 
of L. H. Houston, of 31G Cobourg 
street, James Bay. who two months ago 
picked up a piece of driftwood on the 
beach at Pallas road and began to 
convert It with painstaking thorough- 
ness into a replica of the fast three- 
funnelled C. P. R. liner. He made 
steamer, case and all tho detail thereof 
complete with a pocket knife. The 
winches, for instance, are cut in eight 
pieces and glued together, while the 
blocks of the falls in the davits are 
cut in three minute pieces and glued 
together.

The Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany has just celebrated its seven- 
tieth anniversary. It was in 1840 a 
: few Liverpool, merchants were gran- 
I ted under letters patent, a royal char- 
! tor, enabling them to form a company 
i for carrying the British mails between 
i various ports over the enormous 
| length of the Vest Coast of South 
America. Tliey were paid a small sub- 
sidy for so doing. Accordingly £250,- 
000 was subscribed, in £25 shares, 
and two wooden paddle steamers built' 
Hister ships, each 198 feet long by 50 
feet beam — measured, by tho way, 
over the extreme breadth of the un- 
wieldy paddle boxes— and of 150-horse 
power. These were named Chill and 
Peru, and were afterwards received 
by the presidents of those republics 
with a great formal welcome, which 
has, during tho long intervening years, 
developed Into a mutual friendship, 
now part and parcel of tho ordinary 
life of that great continent. Although 
for tho first few years the venture, 
considered extremely daring at the 
time, did :iot pay, It was recognized 
that never before In the history of the 
mercantile marine- had a project of 
such magnitude been conducted 10,000 
miles away from its headquarters. As 
time went on the affair solidly pros- 
pored, and In 1S52 four more steamers 
were added — tho Lima, Santiago, 
Quito, and Bogota— but, contrary to 
public knowledge, It was hot till May, 
BSCS, that the Pacific, a steamer of 
1G30 tons and 450-ho \ power, left 
Valparaiso for tho Mcisey to Inaug- 
urate that connection with Europe 
I which has not only since been maln- 
j tained, but constantly added to, till 
I now a Hot which numbers over fifty 
craft — from the well known Orcoma 
I to the famous old sailing ship Falstaff 
] (now used as a Btoreshlp at Port 
Madryh, in the Argentine)— is actively 
employed, many of them on a round 
voyage which entails calling at no 
fewer than 12 different places in a 
dozen different countries. It might 
be interesting to add that In the early 
days, before the International Postal 
Onion eame Into being, the P.S.N 

Company were empowered to issue 
their own postage stamps, which wore 
duly recognized by the various Gov- 

«-..-.n»s. Copies of those are now 

extremely rare.

DEADLY EXPLOSIVE 



Suffer Injuries in Attempting 
to Ignite Cartridge Caps, of 
the Nature of Which They 
Are Ignorant 



By the explosion of dynamite car- 
tridges, the deadly nature of which 
they hud no IdeU, two eight-year old 
lads, Charles Abbot, son of Constable 
Abbot, and George .Tones, son of J. 
Jones, Olive street, suffered serious 
injuries on Tuesday afternoon. Both 
the lads are now at St. Joseph's hus- 
pital suffering from lacerations of the 
left hands, each boy suffering the loss 
of portions ot their fingers while their 
faces, limbs and bodies show the 
marks of the effect of the explosion. 

In company with Harry Meyer, aged 
twelve, the boys were playing in a 
shed at the rear of a residence owned 
by W. Ross, a former employee of the 
city in rock blasting work. In tho 
course of their play a number of dyna- 
mite cartridge caps were discovered 
and the boys unaware of the danger 
took to their homes.

Abbot was Inside the house but saw 
her son, on the verandah, strike a 
mutch and endeavor to set fire to 
something in his hand. A terrific ex- 
plosion followed by screams from the 
bov brought her in haste to the spot. 
Almost simultaneously a report from 
the Jones' residence across the street, 
and cries from young Jones, Indicated 
that a like attempt on his part to Ig- 
nite the cartridge caps had resulted in 
maiming him for life. A gentleman 
driving by witli several ladles at the 
time assisted the injured boys, taking 
them to the hospital, where the Injur- 
ies were attended to. Both boys lost 
portions of their left thumbs and lin- 
gers of the left hands.

NEW' YORK, March 10.— The action 
of the stock market today throw no 
light oh financial, commercial, or indus- 
trial conditions. The movement of 
prices was not perceptibly responsive 
to news of affairs', but the rather 
striking selling In the early part of the 
clay was in continuance of the D'eo 
profit-taking movement of the latter 
part of yesterday, London joined this 
selling, in agreement With Its attitude 
for several days past, but reversed its 
position in the course of the day. 

The view of the labor situation in 
Philadelphia was modified again today 
to a more •hopeful feeling for the re- 
striction of the urea of the trouble and 
for its early settlement. The same feel- 
ing was evident regarding the negotia- 
tions between the railroads ami their 
employees. 

Tho advance in tho dividend rate on 
New York Central was a remaining In- 
fluence in the day's dealings In the 
way of gaining ready credence for sug- 
gestions of coming increases in other 
dividend rates. Flattering reports of 
the heavy freight car requirements of 
the New York Central wore put out In 
aid of the sentiment towards the stock. 
The purpose of helping out hte market 
for new bonds was believed to be the 
motive for the support of the market 
by the larger banking interests most 
concerned in t lie notations. 

The special prominence of the Hani- 
man Pacifies on the advancing tend- 
ency Is associated With an assumption 
one hears In Wall Street that the testi- 
mony in the government suit against 
the merger of that syndicate promises 
well for the company's contention. The 
same sort of sentiment has been culti- 
vated in connection with the current 
rise in prices in regard to the chances 
of the American Tobacco and Standard 
Oil Co. suits. 

There was a recurrence of reports of 
damage to the winter wheat crop in 
tha day's discussion of affairs, but it 
was not of much effect. The weekly 
review of prices current Was a reas- 
suring influence. The February statis- 
tics of the Copper Producers Associa- 
tion was a less satisfactory item. 

In the money markets, the feature 
was tho redundancy of supplies at 
Paris The foreign exchange market 
here moved towards recovery from yes- 
terday's decline, hi spite of tho much 
stronger tone reported In the local mar- 
ket for time loans. The Xciy York 
banks are loaning cash to the govern- 
ment again tliis weeic. and tho bond 
dotations make a requirement on 
credits. 

Bonds were firm. Total silos, par 
value. $3,OS7,000. U. s. bonds un- 
changed.
